The criticism that we took an "unduly restrictive view" of our dissemination 
responsibilities is the same one the Warren Commission leveled at us. So far as the 
rifle tests are concerned, we did as prescribed by the Commission, that is, tested 
the rifle for rapidity of fire and accuracy at a stationary target at ground level.

Andrews claimed that in June, 1963, he first met Lee Harvey Oswald 
and talked with him on two or three occasions in connection with 
Oswald’s request for legal assistance to reverse his bad conduct 
discharge from the Marine Corps. Oswald also discussed the immigra- 
tion and citizenship status of his wife. It was Andrew’s recollection 
that Oswald was accompanied on these occasions by a Clay' Bertrand. 

On 11-23-63 while he was asleep and under sedation in the hospital* 
Andrews recalled that the telephone rang and the caller identified 
himself as Clay Bertrand and asked Andrews if he was interested in 
representing Oswald.

A confidential source, who has not been contacted 
sufficiently to determine the reliability of information 
furnished, on June 20, 1967, advised a Special Agent of the 
Tampa Division of the FBI as follows: * ; 

Approximately one and one-half years ago, JAMES 
HERBERT MARTIN had been in St. Petersburg, Florida, attempt- 
ing to obtain employment in the hotel restaurant management 
field. At this time, a white male, (First Name Unknown) 
LINQUIST (phonetic), employed in the management business at 
the Sheraton Outrigger Motel, U. S. Highway 19 South, 

St. Petersburg, Florida, would not even consider employing 
MARTIN because he was the individual who was the Business 
Manager for MARINA OSWALD immediately following the assassina- 
tion of President KENNEDY. MARTIN had been the Manager of 
the Inn of the Six Flags, Dallas, Texas, at the time, and 
after the assassination, had become a public relations repre- 
sentative for the OSWALD family. LINQUIST refused to employ 
him or consider him as the motel did not want the adverse 
publicity which accompanied MARTIN. MARTIN was unable to 
obtain employment in the hotel restaurant management field, 
and is believed to have obtained employment with Sears 
Department Store, St. Petersburg, Florida. 

On June 15, 1967, he once again attempted to ob- 
tain employment in the hotel management business at 
St. Petersburg, Florida. On this date he made information 
available to the source that on November 22, 1963, he had 
been the Manager of the Inn of Six Flags, Dallas, Texas.

On July 10, 1967, William James Lowery, Jr., Dallais, 
Texas, an individual who was a member of, and active in, the 
Communist Party (CP) on a local and state basis from 
September 23, 1945 to September 23, 1963, and who has 
testified before the Subversive Activities Control Board, 
advised he was contacted on that date by Efcrl ‘'Lively, Jr., 
of Dallas, Texas, who is known to be an extremely anti- 
communist' individual. It is not known to Lowery that Lively 
is affiliated with any particular organization. He could 
not identify Lively's current employment or residence address 
in Dallas. He remembered, however, having had some contact 
with Lively in about 1964; that Lively then was supposed to 
be a Lieutenant Colonel in the U. S. Air Force Reserve. 

Lively, on July 10, 1967, told Lowery, after engaging 
in other miscellaneous conversation, that he thought he could 
put Lowery in touch "with those people in the Southeast", which 
Lowery understood him to mean. District Attorney Jim Garrison, 
or Garrison's investigators, in New- Orleans, Louisiana. Lively 
stated "those people" had been in contact with him in Dallas 
over the previous weekend and during that period Lowery's 
name was first mentioned by Lively to them as someone who might 
be of possible assistance to them. 

Lively appeared to be approaching Lowery to determine 
whether he would be receptive to a contact by someone from 
District Attorney Garrison's Office. Lively said the possibility 
existed that Lowery might be able to get something cut of being

Mrs. Nackman advised that she and her brother were 
mistaken for twins when he was living but she advised that he 
was fifty-six years of age when he died in 1965. 

Mrs. Nackman stated that she and her brother had been 
raised in Hammond, Indiana, and that her brother had worked for 
the B & 0 Railroad at East Chicago, Indiana until he left that 
area in 1954. She stated that he left due to the fact that he 
was angry at his employers and that she did not hear from him 
for approximately three years. She stated that she received a 
letter from him in 1957, advising that he was working as a 
bartender at that time in New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Mrs. Nackman stated that thereafter she saw her brother 
on one occasion, June 25, 1963, when he traveled to Minocqua, 
Wisconsin, for her twenty-fifth wedding anniversary. She stated 
that thereafter he returned to New Orleans, Louisiana.

Reference is made to the Tampa Office of the 
•Federal Bureau of Investigation communication captioned 'T 
as above and dated June 21. 1967. 

JAMES HERBERT^IARTIN was contacted at his 
residence 4300_Pompano Drive, S.E., St. Petersburg, Florida 
on the morning of July 5, 1967 whereupon he was advised 
of the identities of SA JOHN EDWARD HEGARTY and STEPHEN 
J. LABADIE as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. He was advised an interview was desired 
and in view of the fact his children were present, one 
having a strep throat, he was interviewed in a Bureau 
▼ehicle. 

Mr. MARTIN was advised his testimony before the 
Warren Commission on February 27, 1964 had been reviewed 
and Agents of the FBI desired to know if he had any other 
information whatsoever concerning the assassination and 
subsequent events that he had pot testified to before 
such Commission. 

Mr. MARTIN related he had no new pertinent 
information whatsoever since his testimony except he 
recalled he had testified to some information which he has 
never seen or heard anything about and such matter he 
has thought of from time to time. He said he has never 
heard of the result of information he testified to 
concerning information told to him by a resident manager 
of the Dinkier Plaza Hotel in Atlanta, Georgia while in 
the Gay Nineties, a private club in Dallas where he, 

MARTIN, had formerly been associated, in December, 1963 
or January, 1964. The maintenance man at the Dinkier 
Plaza reportedly went to the resident manager with a

problem in that the maintenance man's wife mas a long 
distance operator in a telephone company in Atlanta, 
Georgia, it not being known whether she was an employee 
of any hotel or not, and she had received a request for 
a long distance phone call from a male voice who stated, 
"Remember this or remember these calls as it will go 
down in history." This female operator then reportedly 
'called LEE OSWALD in Dallas, Texas. She listened to 
the conversation and heard were words to effect "Every- 
thing is set up, proceed as planned." Apparently then 
there occurred a disconnect but the male was still on 
the line and he then placed a call, again from Atlanta, 
to JACK RUBY, in Dallas, whereupon the operator heard 
him tell allegedly RUBY, "You know what to do if anything 
goes wrong." 

Mr. MARTIN stated the resident manager related 
these calls were made at night allegedly^ day or two, 
on a Wednesday or Thursday, before the assassination. 

He stated the reason the maintenance man told the 
resident manager was because his wife knew listening in 
on a call was against the law and he was asking for 
advice as to what should be done. The resident manager 
reportedly suggested his wife go to the FBI Office in „ 
Atlanta. 

‘Mr. MARTIN stated that after testifying to the 
above before the Warren Commission, upon his return to 
Dallas, he was called by the FBI and thereafter inter- 
viewed in the Dallas FBI Office where he furnished the 
same information. 

Mr. MARTIN thereupon related he had testified 
about MARINA OSWALD to effect she told his wife and 
himself various things on occasions all of which had no 
bearing on the assassination, yet MARINA could speak 
English when she wanted to because she could hold 
. conversations in broken English when she wanted to do so. 

- 2 - 
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Be said FBI agents used to interview MARINA alnost 
daily in the afternoons when she was living at his, 
MARTIN'S, home and when the FBI agents left, she merely 
gave him an impression that she "put something over on 
them." 

Mr. MARTIN went on to state, that ISAAC DON 
LEVINE, a writer, wanted to make a factual story about 
MARINA and he would talk to her and he apparently would 
find out only the things he wanted to know. According to 
LEVINE, people in Russia who are not members of the 
Communist Party, do not have two room apartments which 
MARINA claimed she had had. Also, some photo had been 
turned up from somewhere which reportedly showed MARINA 
on a balcony of the apartment building and this fact 
did not fit in with a person who was not a member of the 
Communist Party. 

MARINA had stated on occasions to Mr. and Mrs. 
MARTIN that she moved around a lot from city to city in 
Russia and such was not supposedly appropriate lor a 
mere person in Russia. 

MARIKA had said she had had a date with an 
ambassador from Afghanistan while in Moscow. 

I SAAC DQN^LEVIJffi, because of all such events 
and statements, therefore concluded, according to Mr. 
MARTIN, that MARINA could not have accomplished such 
things, if true, unless she were Somewhat in a political 
circle and she therefore was not an ordinary everyday 
Russian person. 

Mr. MARTIN continued to relate that MARINA 
on occasion had mentioned that she had a stepfather who 
was supposedly like a supply officer in some section of 
the Russian Army. However, Mr. MARTIN 'noted that before 
this statement had been made, MARINA had said she had not 
known her father 6r anyone as she had been born out of 
wedlock. In any case, MARTIN said this was one thing 
that MARINA definitely did not want the American public 
to know. 
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llr. MARTIN said MARINA related that she was a 
trained pharmacist and ISAAC DON LEVINE said this was % ' 
a further indication that MARINA was not a common 
Russian as they do not train ordinary people in Russia. 

Concerning the testimony given about MARINA'S 
association or date with the ambassador from Afghanistan, 

-Mr. MARTIN stated, Chief Justice EARL WARREN stated the 
Commission was not looking into the morals of MARINA. 

Because of such statement, Mr. MARTIN related he did 
not believe the above was recorded in the Commission's 
record. He added that he has never received a copy nor 
read his testimony before the Commission. 

Mr. MARTIN then went on to relate MARINA 
could be Just as nice to some people and then downright 
mean to others all depending on how she felt toward the 
persons. He stated MARINA would have a bottle of beer 
occasionally and also a glass of vodka but never to excess. 

He said, "No, she never drank to excess, ** and remarked on 
ar. occasion when she was in Washington, D.C. to testify 
before the Warren Commission they had gone to some Italian 
restaurant where she did have one drink and later on a 
reporter had put in the newspaper that she had apparently 
been sipping drinks and MARINA disliked this. On the 
other hand, he said, MARINA was expecting her name to 
be in tho newspapers every day. 

Mr. MARTIN continued to talk about how he 
had actually had everything set up pretty good for 
MARINA for awhile until her brother-in-law, ROBERT OSWALD, 
got into the affair which subsequently ended in a civil 
court suit wherein it was claimed ROBERT and MARINA had 
never been permitted to be alone to discuss personal 
affairs and that she could not read English and that she 
had not known what she was signing when she made their 
contract. Yet, contrarywise, ROBERT/OSWALD had personally 
taken MARINA every Sunday to his knowledge for two months 
to LEE OSWALD'S grave in a cemetery, and Secret Service 
Agent interpreter LEEGOPADZE had read the contract to 
MARINA and ROBERT OSWALD had also read it to her. In any 
case, Mr. MARTIN related a settlement out of court was 
made and since such time, In early 1964, neither he nor • £.> 
his wife have had anything to do nor been in contact with , 
MARINA or ROBERT OSWALD. 5h. 
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In answer to specific questions at this tine, 

Mr. MARTIN related MARINA OSWALD never told him nor his 
wife any information whatsoever that she had any knowledge 
of an assassination ahead of time, the only thing being 
that she did know was when she mentioned the General 
Walker matter which he testified to and then she had 
mentioned Vice President NIXON's visit on the occasion 
when she allegedly locked LEE OSWALD in their bathroom, 
but such was believed fiction as all bathrooms generally 
in the U.S. lock from the inside, not the outside. He 
said MARINA never told anyone of any knowledge she might 
have had of any event ahead of time. 

MARINA never told his wife nor himself that 
she was actually a member of the Communist Party. The 
only person who arrived at this conclusion to his 
knowledge was ISAAC DON USVINE because of his knowledge 
of Russia, her apartment allegation, her education, as 
realted above, and MARINA never told LEVINE to his knowledge 
she was a member of the Communist Party. He recalled 
LEVINE told him MARINA must have been a Trot sky ite. 

In response to the question as to whether or 
not, did MARINA say she ever had access to Russian 
government secrets or documents, Mr. MARTIN stated she 
had not stated such, but she had stated she used to attend 
some parties at her stepfather's and mother's, which was 
very vague, and whether or not she meant by this she 
therefore had access to liquor and food which her step- 
father supplied or whether she therefore meant she could 
have access to military parties and meeting Soviet officials, 
was not understood and nothing further was ever ascertained. 

MARTIN related he had known JACK^RUBY before 
the assassination through taking people to his club and 
through seeing him around in the hotel business, but to 
his knowledge RUBY never knew MARINA OSWAID* 

MARTIN stated he never actually planned to 
write a story himself but ISAAC DON LEVINE had planned 
to do so. Of recent date he had fciven thought to a 
story in that his wife kept a sort of journal or diary 
while MARINA OSWALD resided in his home in 1963. He 
had an idea that his wife could write a story for some 
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ladies magazine which would be about life in her home 
when MARINA was there which nay appeal to women, but 
of course, this should not be done as in the settlement 
suit it had been agreed that the MARTINs would not publish 
anything. 

Concerning the publicity given to the press in 
the 1963 pertinent period, Mr. MARTIN related it had all 
been confusing to the public - such as, MARINA never got 
up early in the morning as was reported but she never got 
up until after 10:00 a.m. Secondly, she was reported 
to have read the Bible yet she never opened a Bible during 
the two and one-half months he knew her. Thirdly, she 
never did cook all the time and during the same period of 
time she only cooked twice, and fourthly she never washed 
or kept herself clean as was publicly reported. 

Concerning the recent New Orleans publicity 
of a conspiracy involved in the assassination, Mr. MARTIN 
stated he has never personally known New Orleans District 
Attorney JAMES GARRISON nor CLAY SHAW and he had no 
knowledge of any conspiracy with the exception that he 
still had an unknown feeling and unknown final knowledge 
as to the above referred to phone calls from Atlanta to 
Dallas. He went on to say that during the first two 
days he had been contacted by the Secret Service in his 
hotel in Dallas it had been mentioned by the Secret Service 
agents they had suspected a plot involving fifteen to 
twenty people. They mentioned some car had followed them 
on an occasion and they had contacted the local police to 
stop the car which they did and they found a man with 
a rifle but the man was not wearing hunting clothes at 
all. Nothing further was ever said about any plot and 
he never heard anything further until he read of the 
New Orleans allegations. 

Concerning a photograph, Mr. MARTIN stated that 
during the first two days after the assassination, he 
was in contact with the Secret Service agents, and they 
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showed him a photograph, about 8" by 10", which he would 
"swear up and down" showed a bullet hole in the windshield 
of the assassination car. He said he knew nothing 
further about this but all the coincidences he has mentioned, 
and all the more publicity given the matter, has tended 
to confuse him with the ide^ more than LEE OSWALD was 
‘involved. 

Mr. MARTIN stated he never could recall making 
any direct statements to anyone that he had specific 
knowledge of any events that have occurred. He said he 
has talked with people from time to time when they became 
interested in his past when it was found out he had been 
in Dallas at the time of the assassination and had known 
after such assassination the OSWALD family. 

Mr. MARTIN said he had no knowledge as to 
President KENNEDY'S trip to Dallas but a friend of his 

in the past, a MARY , in her fifties, who is 

married to a man who has a small insurance and hospitalization 
business in Dallas, who drove a green Lincoln in 1965, 
and who had worked for the McKinney, Texas newspaper as 
a reporter many years ago, name and address not recalled, 
told him some time in 1965 that she had a date one time, 
many years ago, and she attended with such date, a political 
, campaign meeting in Texas of now President JOHNSON. She 
had further mentioned that at this political rally, 
perhaps 20 years ago, it had been planned that Mr. JOHNSON 
would be president of the U. S. in 1968. 

Concerning any connections with any criminal 
syndicate in the U.S. , Mr. MARTIN related that President 
KENNEDY had been "riding the criminal syndicate pretty 
hard" and yet since such time that President JOHNSON has 
been in office it was his considered opinion that he has 
not done apparently as much. He stated he could definitely 
state that he has never heard anything that the criminal 
element had anything whatsoever to do with President JOHNSON. 
He further stated he has never had any knowledge that 
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the criminal element had any connection with the President 
KENNEDY assassination. He stated he has never associated 
President JOHNSON with any criminal element in Texas nor 
anywhere else. 

When questioned as to had he reported the 
'information to the FBI in the past or to the Warren 
Commission concerning a political campaign held over 
20 years ago, Mr. MARTIN stated he did not hear of such 
through this woman until perhaps April or May, 1965 and 
he never reported such to the FBI as it was all old 
information and unverified so far as he was concerned. 

When asked if this woman known as MARY hqd 
ever furnished him any information concerning any 
political chicanery he replied that she had not with 
the exception that she had merely mentioned there 
had been some stolen ballot box by some unknown person 
which was to have occurred in Polk County, Texas some 
20 odd years ago when President LYNDON B. JOHNSON first 
ran for some local political office. He said this 
incident and remark by this woman had no connection 
whatsoever with President KENNEDY. He felt it had been 
mentioned by this female in that she was letting it be 
known that she had knowledge of when President JOHNSON 
first got' into politics in Texas. 

Mr. MARTIN stated nothing whatsoever was stated 
that this had any connection with the Democratic National 
Convention nor with President KENNEDY'S nomination. 

Mr. MARTIN stated he had no factual information 
whatsoever concerning the attempted killing of Governor 
CONNELLY of Texas nor as to any information that his 
life was supposedly spared. 
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At this tine in this interview Mr. MARTIN 
related. if there had been a plot to assassinate President 
KENNEDY and RUBY had been involved, RUBY was the type 
of person in Dallas who could get into any place, any 
where, any hour, and he was well known. Mr. MARTIN 
then reported that he had no {[new facts whatsoever that 
lots of people have asked hin and talked With hin about 
^Dallas inasmuch as he had been there at the tine and he 
had had knowledge of the OSWALDS after such event. 

When asked if there was anything whatsoever 
he knew that he had not been asked up to now, it was 
now the tine to furnish any and all facts, Mr. MARTIN 
responded by stating MARINA OSWALD had remarked on an 
occasion when in his home that when she first heard of 
the assassination she had run out to a garage apparently 
wherever she had been living at such time because she 
had wanted to see if LEE OSWALD'S rifle was there. The 
rifle supposedly was wrapped in a blanket and MARINA 
remarked she said "she thought it was there in the blanket." 
She had never said anything further about the matter and 
he had no further knowledge of such event. 

Mr. MARTIN was thereupon asked about his wife's 
diary and he stated, "I have seen it - it is yellow - it 
is hers - I have never read it nor looked through it." 

. Mr. MARTIN stated he was "positive there would be nothing 
in it that has not been told." He said his wife never 
kept the diary up as actually a diary chronological event 
of their conversations and personal knowledge in that 
it was only notes that his wife made whenever she got 
around or had some spare time to jot something down. 

He said he has never read it but he has been told that 
it was mostly his wife's emotional feelings on a personal 
basis that she had recorded noting that in the beginning 
of their associations with the OSWALDS in their home 
his wife had liked Mrs. OSWALD, but later she was very 
much disliked. * 
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When questioned concerning any individuals 
related to him in any criminal connections Mr. MARTIN 
related he had a cousin by marriage} Aif'CERVANTES , 
presently mayor of St. Louis, Missouri, and CERVANTES 
is a close personal friend of FRANIT^ASTELLO of New York 
City. He said AL CERVANTES' sister, VIRGINIA ^CERVANTES 
✓'Smith, married his uncle RICHARD F. X<£8MITH whose where- 
abouts is unknown to him.

In conclusion Mr. MARTIN stated that if in 
talking with people concerning his past associatiod- 
he has made statements that were hot factual he had been - »' 
in error and in discussing events generally, individuals 
whom he has conversed with in the past must have misconstrued 
facts from assumptions and he therefore had no specific 
information other than what he had testified to before 
the Warren Commission and furnished as set forth heretofore. 

Mr. MARTIN related he still had not obtained 
hotel employment in the greater St. Petersburg area but 
continued his efforts and in the meantime, his wife and 
himself and two sons had a local newspaper route with 
500 customers during the summer and up to approximately 
1,000 customers during the winter season.

been referred to his office for appropriate action. MULLEN 
stated that he had the name D. E. HARE checked with the 
Military Intelligence Group covering the New York City area, 
and no record of any such individual was in their files. 

MULLEN stated that neither the Signal Officer nor 
personnel available to him in the Intelligence Corps were 
able to explain in any way the significance of the inscriptions 
on the post card, particularly the address on the rear of 
D. E. HARE, in care of BRIGGS at the U. S. Secret Service in 
New York. He stated that he was furnishing it to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation as the federal agency having jurisdiction 
under law in cases of assasination of a President, for whatever 
action they might deem appropriate.

LaBorde’ s father, Lawrence Joseph^taBorde, also known 
as (AKA) Larry ^LaBorde, present ly"residing "in^New Orleans , had 
formerly worked with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) , and 
^worked with Cuban organizations against Fidel Castro. One J erry 
yatrick and one Roy (last name unknown) -used to work with CIA with 
the &uban organizations with Lawrence j\LaBorde in the Miami, 
Florida, area; but Patrick and Roy duped ^Cubans out of money and 
were dismissed by CIA. 

Approximately three weeks ago, Michael V. LaBorde went 
to District Attorney James Garrison's Office in New Orleans and 
■spoke with investigators Lynn (last name unknown) and Louie Ives. 
LaBorde mentioned the publicized photograph which Garrison con- 
tends shows people standing behind a fence on the grassy knoll 
overlooking the site of the assassination of President Kennedy, 
ahd LaBorde told the investigators that possibly Patrick and Roy 
might be connected with the people on that knoll. LaBorde sug- 
gested to the investigators that someone be sent to Miami, where 
he thought Patrick and Roy to be, and talk with them to see If 
they might be able to furnish any information about the 
assassination of President Kennedy. 

According to LaBorde, the investigators seemed to like 
his suggestion. LaBorde has met with the investigators a total 
of four times within the past three weeks. Two of those contacts 
have been in the District Attorney's Office and two have been in 
automobiles when he met the investigators. Tapes were made of 
the interviews with LaBorde by the investigators.

On Saturday, July 8, 1967, Jerry Patrick and Roy walked 
Into District Attorney Garrison's Office. They were dressed in 
A ray fatigues, and they stated they were now living in Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana. According to Investigator Ives, Patrick and 
Roy are allegedly working for some magazine and had come to New 
Orleans for information about the assassination probe by Garrison 
for the magazine. Ives told LaBorde that Patrick and Roy wanted 
to know if Garrison has any witnesses who claim they saw someone 
in a building opposite the school depository shooting at President 
Kennedy . 

Ives showed photographs of Patrick and Roy to LaBorde 
and asked LaBorde to identify them, which LaBorde did. LaBorde 
stated the photographs show Patrick and Roy outside the District 
Attorney's Office with investigators from the District Attorney's 
Office, and LaBorde believes the photographs were taken without 
the knowledge of Patrick and Roy. 

Sometime last week, Pete (last name unknown), a hot dog 
vendor who works in the French Quarter, New Orleans, told LaBorde 
that Roy had called David Ferrie in New Orleans a week, two weeks, 
or a couple of days before the assassination of President Kennedy 
in 1963, but Pete does not know what Roy's conversation with 
Ferrie was about. LaBorde informed the Investigators from Garrison's 
Office of that information. 

LaBorde stated that, during his contacts with Garrison's 
investigators, he was shown photographs of Clay Shaw, Jack Ruby, 

Lee Harvey Oswald, David Ferrie, and other men, as well as photo- 
graphs of Cubans, which he was asked to identify. 

On July 12, 1967, LaBorde went to the District Attorney's 
Office, where Investigator Louie Ives showed him several photo- 
graphs of a Cuban training camp which LaBorde thinks might have 
been in the Miami area. The photographs showed military equipment, 
in particular a machine gun, and Jerry Patrick and Roy were shown 
in the photographs of that training camp. LaBorde believes the 
photographs were taken from movie film. After LaBorde looked at 
those photographs, Ives brought in a man who was Introduced to 
LaBorde as Mike (last name unknown), and LaBorde described Mike 
as a Cuban. Mike questioned LaBorde about the Cuban training camps 
and was particularly interested in knowing who the main financial 
backers and the sponsors were of the Cuban training camps in r 
Florida and Louisiana. Mike wanted to talk to LaBorde's father , 

about this, but LaBorde insisted he not do so. Mike Inquired as

to who was head of the Cuban organization with which Lawrence 
Joseph LaBOrde worked, and Michael V. LaBorde Identified that c * 
leader as Alberto)(Fernandez . Mike wanted to know all about 
Fernandez and several times asked LaBorde who were the "money 
men" behind the Cuban organizations against Castro. Mike Informed 
LaBorde that Jerry Patrick and Roy had told him about LaBorde's 
father and Fernandez's activity with those Cuban organizations.

LaBorde told Investigator Louie Ives that a person who 
is possibly an enemy agent Is one Fjrfijk A Cuban who 

used to work for the Jung Hotel in^New Orleans. LaBorde does mot 
know the present whereabouts of Rodriguez. According to LaBorde, 
Rodriguez married LaBorde's wife's cousin, from whom he is mow 
separated. In conversations between LaBorde and Rodriguez, 

Rodriguez was always praising Russian-made equipment and had com- 
mented he had seen the Russian missiles and other equipment which 
had been sent to Cuba by Russia. Rodriguez was also always prais- 
ing the communist way of life as to the way the communists look 
after the state and was always criticizing the United States. 
LaBorde stated Rodriguez had mentioned he had read some of Lenin's 
works. LaBorde advised that the comments made by Rodriguez were 
made approximately two years ago. LaBorde suggested to Ives that 
District Attorney Garrison . look into Rodriguez's activities as a 
possible enemy agent; but Ives told LaBorde the District Attorney's 
Office could do nothing and, if it did, the Federal government 
would "Jump all over them."'

LaBorde stated that the investigators for Garrison are ! 
pressing him for additional Information about Cuban organizations 
and people involved with those organizations. LaBorde stated he 
does not want his father to become Involved in any way with 
Garrison's probe and has told the investigators that he did not 
want him to become involved, LaBorde is afraid that Garrison is 
going to involve his father in his probe. LaBorde stated he had 
told his father that he had been to Garrison's Office, and his 
father instructed him to "stay away from Garrison's Office and 
not become involved in this matter." 


LaBorde commented that he feels Garrison started out on 
the right track when he began his assassination probe, but that 
he now feels Garrison is way off track in the scope of his investi* 
gatlon since he is bringing in all the Cubans and all the Cupaa 
organizations, and that it appears Garrison is going to continue 
in that direction. LaBorde stated he does not believe that Cubans 


or any Cuban organizations were connected in any way with the 
assassination of President Kennedy.

LaBorde advised he believes Mike sight possibly be an . 
enemy agent vho is working for District Attorney Garrison sup-U/r~. 
posed ly to - gain information for Garrison's assassination probe, ' 
but that he is actually not concerned with the assassination 
investigation but is concerned with gaining information about 
backers of training organizations which are in opposition to 
communism. LaBorde stated he feels Garrison is so obsessed with 
his assassination probe that he is unable to see Just what Mike 
is doing.

On October 14, 1958, Michael William LaBorde, a white 
male, born November 29, 1942, whose address was 219 South Pierce 
Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, was interviewed by a Special Agent 
of the FBI concerning the theft of a 1956 Ford Thunderbird, 

Serial Number P6FH224057, in New Orleans on September 2-3, 1958, 
and subsequent transportation thereof to Houston, Texas. LaBorde 
admitted riding in the vehicle with Charles Rennick Knotts, Jr., 
whom he had known for approximately three months, from New Orleans 
to Houston, but LaBorde denied any knowledge that the car was 
stolen and also denied driving the car at any time. On November 
28, 1958, Assistant United States Attorney Norman Black, Houston, 
Texas, advised he would decline prosecutive action against 
LaBorde in view of LaBorde *s contention he did not know the 
Thunderbird was stolen. 


On May 23, 1962, NO T-l, who was connected with the 
Cuban Revolutionary Council, New Orleans <CRC, NO) and who has 
furnished reliable Information in the past, advised that three 
members of the CRC, NO, were contacted about two weeks prior to 
that date by a Captain Larry LaBorde, who stated he wanted to 
assist the CRC, NO, in getting supplies to Cubans fighting Castro 
Inside Cuba. NO T-l related that LaBorde claimed that he had been 
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active in lighting Castro lor m lev months prior to the abortive 
invasion ol Cuba in 1961. According to NO T-l, LaBorde also v- 
claimed that he had been running guns Iron Florida and the Key 
Vest area into Cuba with the knowledge ol CIA and getting people 
in and out ol Cuba. y * 

On June 19 , 1962 , NO T-2 , vho was involved in Cuban 
revolutionary activities in the Miani, Florida, area and vho has 
lurnlshed reliable inloraation in the past, advised that Larry J. 
LaBorde is an American citizen vho is engaged in Cuban revolutionary 
activities and vho previously participated in military expeditions 
between the United States and Cuba. NO T-2 lurther related that 
LaBorde associated vith Gerald Patrick Hemming, an American soldier 
ol lortune vho has been engaged in Cuban revolutionary activities, 
both in the United States and Cuba. NO T-2 stated Hemming is not 
accepted by the leading Cuban revolutionary organizations; although, 
he is veil known to them. 

On July 25, 1962, Bill Stuckey, reporter lor the 
"States-Item", a New Orleans daily newspaper, advised a Special 
Agent ol the FBI that one Larry Joseph LaBorde, age 61, vho gave 
his address as 217 South Pierce Street, New Orleans, had con- 
tacted Stuckey . LaBorde lnlormed Stuckey that he was a soldier 
ol lortune, that he had lormerly been connected vith CIA, and that 
he had made regular trips into Cuba Irom November, 1960, to 
November, 1961, by boat. According to Stuckey, LaBorde lurther 
lnlormed that he had worked with 'Jerry Patrick, AKA Jerry Patrick 
Hemmey, an ex-marine. 

On February 20, 1963, NO T-2 advised that Larry J. 

LaBorde had not been seen in the Cuban colony in Miami and had 
not had any known contacts vith persons vho are active in Cuban 
revolutionary activities lor the prior three months. 

On July 29, 1962, Clarence Archie Abbott, a male 
Caucasian, born June 24, 1926, at Warrens, Wisconsin, admitted 
to an FBI Agent the thelt ol a 1958 or 1959 Mercury at Monterey 
Park, Calllornla, and transportation thereol to Biloxi, 

Mississippi. In a signed statement to the FBI, Abbott advised 
that Gerald Patrick Hemming, Jr., AKA Jerry Patrick, was aware 
ol the manner he had obtained the Mercury in Calilornia and had 
accompanied him irom Calilornia to Mobile, Alabama, and to 
Biloxi, where Hemming received a portion ol the money Irom the 
sale ol the Mercury in Biloxi on February 22, 1962. Abbott also y 
advised that Hemming was in possession ol blank United States 
Navy and United States Air Force identilication cards add a 
United States Navy Identilication card iilled out in another •; 

name. 
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. On September 18, 1962, Assistant United States Attornej 
E. Donald Strange, Southern District of Mississippi, Jackson, 
Mississippi , advised that he did not feel the evidence in these 
matters vas sufficient to obtain a conviction and would there- 
fore decline prosecution of Hemming on both violations. 

NO T-2 advised in September, 1962, that Gerald Patrick 
Hemming was head of Intercontinental Penetration Forces (INTERPEN) . 
NO T-2 stated that Hemming established a military training camp 
at No Name Key, Florida, where Hemming trained Cubans in Guerrilla 
warfare and other military techniques. NO T-2 said Hemming had 
a following of about ten to fifteen American adventurers whose 
ultimate aim was to attack Cuba and form a guerrilla force In 
Cuba. 

At about 12:30 a.n., December 4, 1962, United States 
Customs Agents arrested Gerald Patrick Hemming and his group st 
Marathon Key, Florida, and charged them with violation of Title 18, 
United States Code, Section 371, dealing with conspiracy to 
illegally export articles of war, and Title 22, United States Code, 
Section 1934, dealing with illegal exportation of arms and articles ' 
of war. Mr. Wallace Shanley, United States Customs Agent, advised 
an Agent of the FBI that among the items seized by his agency were 
-.rifles, pistols, ammunition, explosives, hand grenades, blood 
plasma, and a large quantity of miscellaneous military equipment. 

On- January 21, 1963, United States District Court 
Judge David Dyer, Miami, Florida, dismissed charges against 
those arrested, stating that the Internal Security Section of 
the United States Department of Justice failed to go ahead with 
prosecution in this case. 

On November 27, 1963, Alan Courtney, Radio Interviewer , 
Miami Radio Station WQAM, McAllister Hotel, Biscayne Boulevard, ■ 
Miami, Florida, furnished the following Information to an Agent 
of the FBI: 

About one year prior to that date Courtney had Gerald * 
Patrick Hemming and three other individuals on bis radio program. 

He interviewed them concerning their training anti-Castro troops 
in the Florida Keys. At the conclusion of the program, a tele- 
phone call was received at the radio station from a young man who 
said he was from New Orleans, was formerly in the U. S. Marine 
Corps, and wanted to volunteer his services. v 

Courtney recalled that this young man gave a name such ; 
as Harvey Lee, Oswald Harvey, or Oswald Lee. Courtney turned 
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this telephone call over to Davey (last name unknown), one of the 
participants of the radio show. Davey and Oswald talked on the 
telephone a short period of time and may have made an appointment 
to meet at a later date. 

On November 29, 1963, Howard Kenneth D^v is , 3350 
N. V. 18th Terrace, Miami, Florida, advised a Special Agent of 
the FBI that he is a United States citizen and is known as Da vey . 
Davis stated he has been associated with American mercenaries 
involved in Cuban revolutionary activities for the past six years. 

Davis advised that in about December, 1962, be, along 
with soldiers of fortune Gerald Patrick Hemming, Steve Vilson, 

Leroy Collins, and Miami Attorney Charles R. Ashmann, appeared 
on Alan Courtney's radio program. Courtney interviewed them 
concerning their activities in training Cuban refugees in 
military warfare for future guerrilla activity in Cuba. Hear the 
end of the program, a telephone call was received t>y Courtney, 
who turned this call over to Davis. The caller did not Identify 
himself, said he believed Davis knew him, and spoke very compli- 
mentary of Davis' group's activities in training Cuban exiles. 

Davis recognized the caller's voice as a person from Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, who is the son of the dealer for Miller High 
“ Life Beer. Davis said he could not recall this person's name, that 
this person had previously donated some food to the military 
training camp operated by Davis and his group at No Name Key, 

Florida. 

Davis said there is no reason to believe that the 
caller was Lee Harvey Oswald. Oswald's name was never mentioned 
and up to that time neither Courtney nor Davis and his group had . 
ever heard of Oswald. 

On November 23, 1963, Richard Hathcock, Allied Inter- 
national Detectives, Suite 310, 6605 Hollywood Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, California, advised a Special Agent of the FBI that 
approximately one year ago, Jerry Patrick, whose true name is 
Jerry Hemming, a male Caucasian, approximately 30 to 31 years, 

6'4" tall, 230 pounds, well built/ and Lorenzo Pascllllo,. AKA 
Lorenzo Hall and "Skip" Hall, a male Caucasian, 35 to 42 years, 

5 'll" tall, 175 to 180 pounds, came to Hathcock 's office, which 
was then located at 6715 Hollywood Boulevard, Los Angeles, * - - 

stating that they were broke and that one Dick Vat ley, who had 
been known to Hathcock for several years, had sent them to fL- 

Hathcock. They had with them a set of golf clubs and a 30-06 '-j;y 
Johnson semi-automatic rifle with a Bushnell Variable Powered 
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Scope. Bathcock loaned them $100 and $50 on each lteja, and they 
y were to pick up the 1 titles as soon as possible. On September 18, * 

1963, Lorenzo Ball came in vith $50 and retrieved the rifle. r ^ 
Shortly thereafter Bathcock received a telepbeww evil from Jerry 
Patrick, who was then residing at 2450 N. V. North Biver Drive, 

Miami, Florida, inquiring as to whether Bathcock still had the 
rifle. Bathcock told him that he had given the rifle to Ball for 
$50 and this seemed to irritate Patrick to some extent. 

Bathcock advised that both Patrick and Ball are violently 
anti-communist and anti-Castro and they both told him they fought 
in the mountains with Castro in Cuba: however, they fell out with . 
Castro after the revolution and eventually got back to the United • 
States. 

On December 16, 1963, Gerald Patrick Bemming, 1036 8. V. 

5th Street, Miami, Florida, a self-styled adventurer, soldier of 
fortune, and freedom fighter, advised a Special Agent of the FBI 
that he is interested in setting up, maintaining, and operating 
military training camps for Cuban exiles. Bemming stated he had 
been active in Cuban revolutionary activities for the past four 
years and was in frequent contact with the leaders of Commandos L, • 
one of the leading anti-Castro organizations. 

On October 26, 1961, NOT-3, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that Frank S. Bodriguez, a Cuban 
who was employed by the Gibson Botel, Cincinnati, Ohio, had made ^ . 

statements that Fidel Castro is a great man and the present 
government in Cuba is the best for the people. 

On November 8, 1961, MO T-4, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that Frank Solano Bodriguez, AKA 
Frank 8. Bodriguez, Social Security Number 261-58-4144, who was. 
employed by the Gibson Botel in Cincinnati as a busboy, must be a 
communist as he is always defending the Castro government and the 
communists. 

On February 20, 1962, MO T-4 advised that Frank 8. 

Bodriguez left Cincinnati for Mew Orleans, Louisiana, on February 
19, 1962, to work as a waiter. 

On April 10, 1962, Bonald M. Schiltz, Personnel Manager, v 
Sheraton Charles Botel, Mew Orleans, advised that Frank 8. Bodriguez, . 
610 Barracks Street, New Orleans, Social Security Number 261-58-4144, 
was employed as a busboy at that hotel from approximately Febuary t 
26, 1962 to March 12, 1962. 8chiltz stated Bodriguez is listed as 
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having been born July 24, 1927, end to have entered the United v* 
States at Miami, Florida, on May 6, 1956. « \ // ' 

On April 12, 1962, Anthony Papalia, Clerk, Jung Motel, ■ 

New Orleans, Louisiana, advised a Special Agent o f the FBI that 
Frank S7?\-RQdriguez , Social Security Number 261-58-4144,(610 
Barracks Street. New Orleans, a Cuban citizen, was employed ms v 

a waiter in the Charcoal Room of the Jung Hotel on March 11, 

1962, and was still employed there as of April 12, 1962. u ' 1 1

On July 18, 1967, Car losJJr ingu i$r , residence y 
address - 532 Delraar Street, “Gretna,* Louisiana, business :

is with the Cuban Student Directorate, New Orleans Delegation, 
voluntarily appeared at the New Orleans Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI). 

Bringuier furnished a copy of an alleged transcript 
of an interview of Carlos^flirpca. by Orleans Parish District 
Attorney Jnrocs GarrISonT New Orleans, on January 21, 1967. 
According to Bringuier, Quiroga did not Know the interview was 
being recorded by Garrison. Bringuier advised that the infor- 
mation furnished to Garrison by Quiroga was supposed to be 
confidential and that in the transcript Quiroga says he is 
furnishing the information confidentially since he is afraid 
harm might come to his parents in Cuba if the information gets 
out. Bringuier stated the transcript was given to Quiroga on 
July 13 or July 14, 1967, by Sam DePino, News Department, 

WVUE Television, New Orleans. DePino told Quiroga that he thinks 
Garrison gave copies of the transcript to all the news media, 
but Bringuier has seen nothing in the newspapers or heard any- 
thing over television or radio about the information contained 
in the transcript. 

Bringuier stated Quiroga told him there were some 
things in the transcript which had been misquoted, and he 
pointed out specifically the last answer on page four of the 
transcript: "When I left L.S.U. I came down here and I was 
working for the F.B.X..” According to Bringuier, Quiroga said 
this statement is not what he said. Quiroga advised Bringuier 
he told Garrison, "He had come to the office of the FBI to find 
out if there was any anti-Castro organizations in New Orleans," 
and that Quiroga did not say he was working with the FBI or ;y~

• . * Rudolph Richard Davis, Jr., was born in 1934 in New York,

with his parents when he was a small boy. He returned to the 
United States when Fidel Castro took over leadership of Cuba. In 
1962-63 Davis was residing in New Orleans, where he was employed 
as a salesman. He also was active in anti-Castro activities and f 
claimed to be a delegate of the Chri stain Democratic Movement, an j 
anti-Castro organization. ^ ' f 

Through our coverage in the Cuban field, we learned Davis , 
brought a group of approximately 20 Cuban refugees to New Orleans j 
area in Summer of 1963. Yfe received allegations Davis planned to i 
use this group for military action against Fidel Casti'O. Davis 
interviewed in this matter by Agents of the New Orleans Office on 
j October 1, 1963. He indicated he had brought this group to 
New Orleans to prepare them for employment in the lumber industry in 
Guatemala.

jf abricatox- and had completely fabx-icatcd a story that he was behind an 
noffort to bomb oil refineries ucax- Havana, Cuba.

The above captioned, who was one of the individuals j ^ <V 
who took photographs of the motorcade when President Kennedy was jKls^ 
assassinated, visited Bureau Headquarters on July 21st, and spoke * 
to Special Agent John W. O’Beirne, Crime Research Section. 

Nix made his camera and film available to the Bureau 
and the evidence provided was examined during the Warren Commission 
Hearings. After his camera was returned to him by the Bureau, he 
complaihed that it was in bad condition. At Bureau expense the matters 
he complained of were repaired and his camera was returned to him in 
first-class condition. 

During his visit on this occasion Nix said he had been 
told by his Congressman that the Bureau had no record of the serial 
number on his camera and he wanted to know why this was so since 
he thought it would be established investigative procedure. Nix advised 
he had received a number of offers to sell this camera and that one 
prospective purchaser felt that to establish its authenticity there should f 
be some record in the files of the FBI of the serial number on the camera^ j 

Nix was advised that the Bureau undoubtedly had made a 
record of all identifying numbers on his camera but that we would not be 
in a position to authenticate it by furnishing a letter or any other means.

Although Nix claimed that he does not intend to sell this 
camera, he said he was returning to Dallas alter visiting New York City 
where it was apparent that he had discussed its possible sale.

At that time Gurvich stated he 
was dissatisfied with the way Garrison was conducting his 
investigation and that he saw no reason for an investigation 
by Garrison. He also added that during his association with 
Garrison, he saw no evidence of a conspiracy in tbe assassi- 
nation of the late President John Fitzgerald Kennedy.

Dean Andrews is the controversial New Orleans attorney 
who immediately following the assassination of President Kennedy 
claimed he was telephonlcally contacted by Clay Bertrand who 
requested Andrews to go to Dallas to defend Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Our investigation failed to establish there was an individual 
named Clay Bertrand. New Orleans District Attorney Garrison is 
claiming Clay Bertrand is Identical to Clay Sbaw. Garrison has 
had Andrews testify on at least two occasions before New Orleans 
Grand Jury and Andrews has been Indicted by the Grand Jury for 
perjury twice.

On July 11, 1967, we received Information from a amA 
confidential source who ban furnished reliable information in\ 
the past that there is an unlisted telephone number, 835-2283, 
for a C. A. Bertrand, 403 Gatehouse Drive, Hew Orleans, 
Louisiana. This number was originally assigned to Miss Jane C. 
Baker on September 20, 1964, and since that date C. A. Bertrand 
and two other individuals have been added as subscribers. Our 
inquiries have disclosed that C. A. Bertrand is identical to , 
Miss Carol A. Bertrand, an anesthetist at the Hotel Dieu 
Hospital in Hew Orleans, Louisiana. Dates of her employment 
at this hospital are not known. 

We do. not know if Carol A. Bertrand, an anesthetist 
at the Hotel Dieu Hospital, was employed by such hospital 
during the period Andrews was a patient there from Hovembor 20 
through Hovember 29, 1963. However, in speculation, if 
Carol A. Bertrand was at this hospital at the 6ame time 
Andrews was a patient there, she may have had contact with 
Andrews In her professional duties or her name may have been 
broadcast over the hospital loudspeaker system, for example, 
"Will C. A. Bertrand (or Carol A. Bertrand) please report 
immediately to surgery ." To a semiconscious Dean Andrews, 
such contact or message could have made a strong impression 
upon his mind.

Rups was shown photographs of Oswald’s notebooks that 
appeared in the Warren Commission Report. He said unfortunately 
he was not able to tell whether or not the handwriting appeared to be 
similar. 

Leinbaugh has known Rups for several years. Rups 
became a naturalized American after fighting with the Dutch Brigade 
in the Korean War, where, incidentally, he lost his left hand. Rups 
is an intelligent and conscientious reporter, has written favorable 
articles about the Bureau for European outlets, and is believed to be 
completely reliable.

John Cancler is a New Orleans 
burglar who has publicly stated that a 
member of Jim Garrison's staff requested 
him to enter the residence of Clay L. 
Shaw and plant incriminating evidence 
there. When later subpoenaed before a 
New Orleans grand Jury, Cancler refused 
to repeat the same story. He was then 
held in contempt of court. 

A criminal district court on 7/17/67 
overruled a motion by Cancler for a new 
trial on a burglary charge and also 
refused to set aside a multiple offender 
bill filed against Cancler. The Judge 
gave Canclex*'s attorney until 7/28/67 to 
prepare and file exceptions taken to the 
ruling by the court.

On August 1, 1967, Herbert J. Huber, 4909 Yale Street, 
Metairie, Louisiana, advised that/h© is "working" for Loufg'Ivgn, 
an investigator for the Now Orleans, Louisiana, District Attorney’s 
Office. Ho stated that in doigg_so, he is attempting to obtain 
a tape recording from Berna rd^S’pir.dol of Holmes, New York,, for 
the New Orleans Districfc/Sttornoy *s Office. He advised that this 
tape "involves" W a3._fc e^\^her4>daJL a National Broadcasting Company L.. 
investigator, currently Appearing before the New Orleans Grand 
Jury, and that this tape would aid New Orleans District Attorney 
James Garrison in prosecution of Sheridan. 

Huber stated that in an attempt to obtain this tape, 
he had opened checking accounts in the Fidelity National Bank of 
Slidell, Louisiana, the First National Bank of Slidell, Louisiana, 
and the Commercial Bank and Trust Company of Covington, Louisiana. 

He stated that these accounts were opened with cash deposits ranging 
from $100 ;o $125 on July 28, 1967, and that he later made deposits 
in the two Slidell banks with bank drafts which he had forged and 
were worthless. These drafts were drawn on the Peoples Bank and 
Trust Company, Biloxi, Mississippi, for $4820; on the Hancock Bank, 
Gulfport, Mississippi, for $4875, and were deposited respectively 
in the Fidelity National Bank of Slidell and the First National 
Bank of Slidell on July 31, 1967. 

The dr? fts were made payable to H. J. Hubei (tbe name 
undei which HuV&r opened the accounts), signed Allis Jocibl, on 
the draft dr *«*.•, on the Hancock County Bank; and Dennis Curtis on 
the one drawn on the Peoples Bank and Trust Company.

Jr. t defending himself as 
his perjury trial got un- 
der way today, sought to 
have the Orleans Parish 
district attorney’s office 
recused from prosecuting 
the case.

Dear Senator Kennedy, 

I am very curious & just slightly upset over the 
Mark Lane interview in the February issue of Playboy . I find 
myself asking why can’t the Warren Report answer him with 
convincing answers; why can’t the Archives be opened to the public 
for 75 years. If the United States is based on so much democracy 
& freedom; I truly don’t understand this complete secrecy over 
President Kennedy’s assasination. 

If you would be so kind as to explain why; I would be 

most grateful. 

I have or rather had great faith in the American 
government. His questions are too valid to be suppressed as 
nonessential to the case. I can’t accept without question Mr. Lane 
but I also can’t reject his questions for I too have asked some of them.

On July 30, 1964, EVARISTO GIIBERTO RODRIGUEZ, 

1239 Chartres Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, was inter- 
viewed at his residence at which tine he was referred to 
his previous interview with Special Agents of the FBI on 
May 12, 1964, On May 12, 1964, RODRIGUEZ had related that, 
as best he could recall, it was in September, 1963, at 
approximately 3:30 a.m, or 4 a.m., day of the week not 
recalled, that two white nales entered the Habana Bar and 
oat at a table opposite the contor of the bar. At that 
time RODRIGUEZ had stated that baaed on photographs he bad 
seen of LEE HARVEY OSWALD after the assassination of 
President JOHN F, KENNEDY, he was able to state that 
one of these two men was in his opinion LEE HARVEY OSWALD, 

On May 12, 1964, RODRIGUEZ described the man who accompanied 
the person he believed to bo OSWAID as approximately 32 years 
of age and a little taller and perhaps a little heavier than 
OSWALD. He added that this individual had a medium build and 
muscular biceps, * 


On July 30, 1964, RODRIGUEZ was shown photographs 
of six white males, including the photograph depicted in the 
President’s Commission Exhibit Number 237, RODRIGUEZ was 
asked if any of the persons depicted in these photographs 
was identical with the person who had accompanied LEE HARVEY 
OSWAID to the Habana Bar a3 described by RODRIGUEZ on May 12, 
1964, RODRIGUEZ viewed each oue of the six photographs slowly 
and carefully and then stated that none of the men depicted in 
those photographs was identical with the person who had 
accompanied OSWAID to the Habana Bar on the occasion described 
by him on May 12, 1964, He said be did not recognize the 
persons depicted In these six photographs as persons he had 
ever seen before. 


RODRIGUEZ was then asked if any of the persons depicted 
in these six photographs in any way bore any resemblance to the

Bar as doscribed by RODRIGUEZ on Hay 12, 1964. Ho again 
reviewed all six of tbeso photographs and remarked that 
the person depictod in one of the photographs (which is 
identical to Prosldent*s Commission Exhibit Number 237), 
has shoulders which resemble those of the man whom RODRIGUEZ 
had soon with LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the Habana Bar a3 * 
described by RODRIGUEZ on May 12, 1964. RODRIGUEZ stated, 
however, that the person depicted in that photograph 
(Identical with Resident’s Commission Exhibit Number 237) 
did not resemble the man RODRIGUEZ bad seen with OSWALD in 
the Habana Bar in any other way except for the way his hair 
receded on the sides of his head. 

RODRIGUEZ then reiterated that the person depicted 
in the photograph which is Identical to the President’s 
Commission Exhibit Number 237 was not identical with the 
man RODRIGUEZ had seen with LEE IIARVEY OSWALD in the Habana 
Bar.

On 9/26/67, attorneys for Clay L. 
Shaw asked for either a six month 
continuance of Shaw's conspiracy trial 
or a change of venue . Shaw is under 
indictment for allegedly having con- 
spired to assassinate John F. Kennedy. 

His attorneys pointed out that 
from the day of Shaw’s arrest, Jim 
Garrison began a deliberate and calcu- 
lated publicity barrage against Show 
on a local, nationwide and worldwide 
basis. They said that this resulted in 
almost daily coverage by the news media 
A defense motion declared that it would 
be impossible to get a fair trial now 
or in the near future.

GJJPvRISONs V7ell Scott, there are two things that are true. 
First cf all, we don't worry that much abort the federal government 
picMng up most of the details, because cur attitude is that — 
that hopefully sooner or later the people cf the United States 
axe going to demand an end to the fraud. And the more that the 
government finds out, we know erectly what happens, the harder it 
is f ; oing to be for them to continue to play the role of having 
loo.’-ed into it.

"Dear Miss James and Mr, Ward law: 

"A passage from your Book, ’Plot or Politics*? which 
paraphrases an* article that appeared in the New Orleans 
States-Item has been brought to my attention.

''For your information, The Free Voice of Latin America 
was formed in response to a growing concern by New Orleans 
businessmen tha t Latin America might fnll outside this 
Country's sphere of influence as a result of the debacle in 
Cuba. We presented our program to the YMBC and received 
some support from the Major's office. 

"The Free Voice was conceived with the idea of strength- 
ening cultural ties with Latin America nud as a supplement 
to the Voice of America. It was a good idea but it did not 
gather enough support. Edward Butler's hybrid organization 
grow because he sold fear, suspicion and mistrust. But it 
won't work in Latin America because Mr. Butler does not know 
. how to sell the United States. 

"The aforementioned quote from your Book is a foul and 
monstrous lie. It has caused me anguish, and embarrassment. 
If it is not retracted, I will sue for defamation and libel.

"Relative to our most recent conversation, I am •/ ^ 

enclosing the only material I have with respect to theTFree 
Voice of Latin America. / ~ 

"The president of the Free Voice of Latin America was 
Juan Calixto Garcia, the grandson of the Garcia who received 
the famous message. I believe that he owned a plantation:' In 
Cuba and for one reason or the other left shortly after the 
Revolution. He was a student at Tulane University and 
worked part-time in the school cafeteria. Garcia was a 

mild-mannered, even-tempered fellow.

"Otto Hofius was the vice president. Ho was shy, 
intelligent , easy-going and 1 believe a citizen of Belize, 
Honduras. The last time I heard from his, he was working 
for the superintendent of schools in Hew Orleans. 


"I drew up the Articles of Incorporation and was sub- 
sequently appointed secretary-treasurer shortly after the 
organization was formed. At my request the Free Voice was 
registered with the FBI in Hew Orleans* 

"I have forgotten what office, if any, BilJL^Dalzell 
held but Ills tenure was short-lived. Dalzell was fired for 
charging office equipment under the corporal o name. He 
was a drifter, more interested iu creating impressions than 
working for a living. For all of these negative qualities, 
'1 could not call Dalzell a dangerous man - merely a cou- 
artlst and not a very good oue at that. On one occasion

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Dalzell introduced me to Jack'fyartin. Martin is a kind of 
majiikin seeking involvement. 'He can contribute nothing to 
your Investigation, 

met Edward S. Butler during a presentation of the 
Free Voice at a YMBA meeting. My first, impression of this 
young man was favorable. lie seemed aggressive and dynamic; 
prescisely what the organization needed. Butler turned 
out to be an incredible organizer and in a few short months 
he had gotten together a Board composed of prominent New 
Orleans citizens. j f . • 

"Ed^Butler was ultimately asked to leave the Free Voice 
of Latin America. This young man's untra right wiug views 
were not only embarrassing but in my opinion, dangerous. 

After assumiug office as Executive Driector, this ex-John 
Blrcber metamorphosized into a kind of leashed Robespierre. 

He could think of nothing but the danger of some kiud of 
globe-encircling communist conspiracy and that it was the 
primary goal of the Free Voice to forewarn the people of 
Latin America. His insistance ou ’exporting' this message 
abroad made his removal from office mandatory. The true 
concept of the Free Voice was prepared shortly before 
Butler left and enclosed herewith. It was written by 
Clint Bolten, a former editor for Reuters in Iudia. 

"Our investigation of Butler was uutimely but nonetheless 
appropriate. We learned that he either withdrew or flunked 
out of 2 schools. (Loyola University, and a private school 
in Mississippi); that he was a ex-male model for Maison ' 
Blanche; a Fuller Brushman; nn ex-member of the John Birch 
Society, and that he was foimerly employed by the Perry 
Brown Advertising Agency. Mr, Brown is an agreeable fellow • 
and shoid be able to assist you if further information is 
desired. 

"In spite of these apparent short-comings, Butler formed 
bis own organization - The* Information Counsel of the Americas 
(IhCA) and induced every member of our Board" to join his 
organization. This seduction of our membership arrested 
the growth of the Free Voice and I finally got around to 
filing for liquidation with the Secretary of State. 
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"Butler apparently made a tremendous Impression ou Hale 
Boggs , much to my surprise and Chagrin. He was lauded by 
Congressman Boggs before the U. S. H -use of Representatives 
(Cout. Record 1965) in connection with a 'Freedom Academy.,. • 

I am continually amazed by Butler's orwellian use of con- 
ceptual words and for Ills uncanuy ability to impress his 
screwball definitions ou men of high office. I understand 
that he Is now sending messages to Latin America called 
'Truth Tapes*. Butler is one of those people with so little 
faith in his country that he perceives its imminent downfall* 

He calls himself an expert on Communism; cau quote from the 
manifesto, but has never heal'd of the Federalist Papers or 
the writings of Tocqueville. Butler once told me that 
fighting Communism was his whole life but conversely, one 
is lever really sure what people like this are defending. 

"I do not know Die present status of INCA, but by 
November 1965 many prominent citizens of New Orleans were 
either directly involved with the organization or ou its 
Advisory Board. The social giants of New Orleans have 
always demonstrated a weird penchant for swapping medals 
and Joining organizations at random providing they can spot 
one of their own. In the case of INCA, Dr. Alton Ochsner 
was the Queen Bee. I believe that the Ochsner Foundation is 
supporting Butler's organization. I suggest that you call 
the INCA office in New Orleans and ask them for a brochure 
and a membership list. Butler has the support of the White 
Citizens Counsel and has spoken before that group. 

"The Free Voice of Latin America was in no way connected 
with any other organization. The names you mentioned during 
out telephone conversation made no impression o n me. I cannot, 
however, speak for the other members of this now defunct 
organization. The life of the Free Voice as a corporate 
entity was ephemeral and uneventful. I suppose you could 
say that its members were naive, inexperienced, and 
uninspired. For my own part It was an absolute bore. But 
then agaiu, freshmen lawyers must endure so many things*

It has come to my attention that while you investigated 
the assassination of President Kennedy for the Warren 
Commission, you failed to perform a series of echo ex- 
periments in the Dealey Fleza where the assassination 
took place.

It is a well known fact that two-thirds of the witnesses 
present at the assassination said. that the shots were 
thought to have como from a grassy knoll located to the 
right and front of the motocade, while only one-third 
of those present stated that tho/shots came from the 
area near the Book Depository or the Dal-Tex Building. 
Thus, neglecting the majority of the people, you and the 
Warren* Commission,for_whom yon were, working, reported 
that all the shots fired came from the Texas School Book 
Depository. It strikes ne very hard that an organiza- 
tion as complex a3 yours could oyer-look what effect a 
reverberating echo of the gunshots could have had on the 
witnesses ability to judge where the shots came from. ^ 

Ky question is: Why did you fail to perform the tests

On October 17, 1967, I was advised by Special 
Agent in Charge George W. Hall that Mr. Fred Bruner, an 
attorney in Dallas, Texas, contacted the Dallas Office 
of the FBI on October 16, 1967. Mr. Bruner stated that 
he represents a Mrs. Patsy Paschall who, on November 22, 

1963, took some colored movie film of the Presidential 
Parade, including some film in Dealy Plaza in Dallas 
subsequent to the assassination. Mr. Bruner stated that 
based upon information from the Dynacolor Corporation, 

Halifax Street, Dallas, Texas, that the FBI should be

I cannot state how long this film was kept in the possession 
of the FBI, Dallas, but it was normal procedure to return 
valueless film to the donor as soon as possible after such 
a determination was made. I do recall that in all instances 



where film was released to me personally, I would furnish 
the donor a receipt for same and in most instances when 
the film was returned this receipt was picked up. Although 
I have no specific recollection concerning the return of 
this particular film, I am positive that it was returned 
because it was valueless to the investigation. 

I wish to state that I had no copy made of the 
film which depicts myself crossing Houston Street.

Someone named 
Field came to see him, and he told him to get in touch with 
Dallas and find out if they were interested in the same 
things at the same price, but all I could get from the 
conversation was that it had to do with mail. 

26. Is supposed to testify before the House Unamerican 
Affairs Committee in Dallas sometime this winter also 
for Garrison in New Orleans. He has been here for 
about 5 months as far as I know. 

"Either what he says is true or he is a nut with 
a hell of an imagination but no matter which it is, lately 
he has become very touchie and the slightest noise or if 
things arn't to his likeing he blows up. Also all of a 
sudden he has taken a particular dislike to me and trvs to 
start a fight.

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"Because of the nature of the charges on me I 
decline to answer when I am asked and usually tell them 
they are looking up new ones.

I 
am supposed to go to trial Feb. 12th., if I live tKat long. 

I realize that you won't be able to confirm anything on 
the above subject if there is any foundation to his state- 
ments. But it sure would ease the tension if he was moved 
from the 2nd to the 4th floor. 

"My main reason for the above is self presiyation 
plus the fact that 1 don't trust him or like him, also in 
my opinion he is a bad influence on the A.W.O.L. Troops 
that pass through here. I can be anything anybody wants 
to call me, but I still back up the old rag that flies 
high in D.C. 

"If by chance you should accidently come see me, 
don't on the 2nd floor as that guy has eyes in the back of . 
his head, and claims he knows all of your office.

On October 13, 1967, Chief Deputy Sheriff 
Albert Manuel, Calcasieu Parish Sheriff's Office, advised 
that approximately one month ago, an Assistant District 
Attorney, Orleans Parish, traveled to Lake Charles, Louisiana, 
and interviewed Valentine Ashworth in the presence of the 
court appointed attorney for Ashworth, Attorney Parkinson.

Atwood thought, 
nothing of this at the time but on the day of Kennedy* 8 
assassination Atwood was at Manuel’s residence in West 
Jordan. A group of Puerto Ricans were also present. While 
there Atwood received word with the others via radio to the 
effect that Kennedy had been killed. Manuel and his wife

seemed to react in a way that they regretted this, but the 
Puerto Ricans appeared to be happy. Atwood does not under- ' . 
stand Spanish and is of the opinion that most of the Puerto -Jr 
Ricans present did not understand English. The possibility 
exists that they were not fully aware of what had happened. 
Mr. Atwood and his wife discussed the lack of sadness on the 
part of the Puerto Ricans but at the time dismissed it. 

Some weeks thereafter Atwood read in the newspaper 
that two high-ranking army officers were enroute by plane . 
from Denver to Salt Lake City and that this plane, including 
an unidentified man, had crashed between Denver and Salt Lake 
City, with all aboard being killed. Atwood mentioned this to 
Manuel, and Manuel said that the unidentified man on the 
plane was the man who had borrowed money from him and that 
the man's people were afraid to claim his body. A few days 
later Atwood learned, however, that the body had been claimed 
and a funeral held. It seemed strange to Atwood that an un- 
important Puerto Rican from West Jordan would be on a plane 
with two high-ranking army officers. After thinking of this 
for some time, Atwood decided the possibility existed that 
there was a second rifleman involved in the shooting of Pres- 
ident Kennedy and that this Puerto Rican could have been that 
man. Atwood stated he has always been personally convinced 
that there was more than one person involved in the shooting 
of President Kennedy.

Atwood repeatedly stated he doubts that Manuel is 
personally implicated with knowledge in the assassination of 
Kennedy but believes that the money he loaned to the Puerto 
Rican was used to purchase transportation by the Puerto Rican 
to Texas for the purpose of becoming involved in the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy. Atwood states he realizes this 
is based on his own reasoning and that he has heard nothing 
otherwise which would indicate such implication.

invasion. We base a good deal nsore in* 
formation about Oswald's CIA contacts 
in Dallas and New Orleans — nwsi of 
which we discovered by sheer chance — 
but tlxie are still wliolc anas of inquiry 
blocked from uv by the CIA's refusal to 
cooperate with our investigation.

Technically, the 
mcmfien of the Commission had access 
to (fsciii: but- in practice, any document 
tlx CIA wanted classihcd w^s sliunted 
into the Archives without examination 
by live sleeping beauties on llx Commis- 
sion, Twenty -nine of tlxsc fih-s are of 
particular interest. Ixxausc tlieir titles 
alone indicate that llx CIA had exten- 
sive information on Oswald and Rubjr 
before the assassination. A lew of these 
ckxiimcnts are: CD 347, "Activity of Os- 
wald in Mexico City”; CD 1034. "Infor- 
mation on Jack Ruby and Associates**: 
Cl) 692, "Reproduction of Official CIA 
Dossier on Oswald"; CD 1331. ‘Xonver- 
vntionv Between Cuban President and 
Ambassador"; CD G98. "Rcpoii* of Trav- 
el and Activities of CKwakl": GD 915. 
"Allegations of Pfe Eugene Dinkin re 
Awi ssi nation Plot": and CD 971, Telc- 
phoix Calls to U. 5. Embassy. Ginlierra. 
Australia, re Planned Assassination." 
"I lie titles of these documents arc all we 
have to go on. Ixit tltcy'ie certainly intri- 
guing For example, tlie public has Ixard 
nothing about phone calls to tlx U.S. 
Embassy in Canberra, warning in ad- 
vance of (lie assassination, nor have we 
I x*en told anything about a I'fc Diitkiu 
who claims to have knowledge of an av 
sassiitation plot. One of (lie top-secret 
hies that roost intrigues roe is CD 931, 
which i* entitled "Oswald's Access to In 
lot illation About tlx* U-2." t have 2 1 veals 
ol military expel knee belli nd nx, on ac- 
tive duly and in (lie reserves, and I've 
never had any access to tlx U-2: in fact, 
Fve never seen one. Bui apparently this 
"self-proclaimed Marxist," Ixc Ilarvey 
Oswald. wIk> we're avsuied liad no ties to 
any CiovernuKiil agency, had access to in- 
fen inatioti about tlx nation's most secret 
high-alt it ude reconnaissance plane. Of 
course, it may be that none of llicsc CIA 
files reveals anything sinister about Lee 
Ilarvey Oswald or hints in any way that 
lx was employed by our (iovcinmciiL 
But then, why arc the 51 CIA documents 
classified top secret in the Archives and 
inaccessible to llse public for 75 years? I'm 
45, so there's no Itopc for me, but I'm al- 
ready training my eight -year -old son to 
keep himself physically fit so that on one 
glorious September mom in 2058 he on 
walk into tlx National Archive*! in 
Wadtington and find out what tlx CIA 
knew alrout De lluney Oswakl.

GARRISON: Tlx head of the CIA, at seen 
lo me. would think long and hard bcfoi 
he admitted that former employees of h 
lead Ixcn involved in tlx murder of tl 
PrcxuVnl of tlx United States— even 
llxy rywi'/ acting on behalf of «! 
Agency wlxn llxy did it. In any ca* 
llx CIA’s past record lurdly indue 
faith in the Agency's veracity.

Younger clergy tend to fia\e tins sym- 
pathy moic* than do older clergy. Eor ex- 
ample, 70 jicrcciil of the Presbyterians 
under age 35 agreed with die statement 
of synijuiliy, as comjurcd with 51 |>er- 
cent of the Presbyterian ministers oxer 
55 who did not. However, such 
diflciences arc not equally dramatic in 
all denominations; among the Missouri 
Synods for instance, older deigy arc 
soinewlut more likely to ague with taxa- 
tion of churclie* than aie younger clergy. 

It sliould be made clear that sympathy 
with the position that tax exemption for 
diuretics sliotild l>e eliminated tfcr & not 
necessarily constitute commit men t to flic 
position. In fact, if Congress were seri- 
ously enuTtainiug tax reft h in and ilie full 
financial implications of such reform 
were icali/cd, tliis sympathy might van- 
ish scry quickly. On die other hand, if 
tlie facts were more widely known, sym- 
pathy might be molded into commit- 
ment. We know, for example, that oj>rn 
discussion of racial injustice in our cul- 
ture lias had ll*c effect of making tl»c 
clergy, as a group, tlie strongest sup- 
porters of yxial justice.

What this means was brought 
home to me two ycais ago. when I tried 
to cojr oil! \»a a bottle of shilling pillx 
My IuisImiiiI came Ikhim: ImIoic t was 
dead and rushed me to a ho-pit al. As you 
can imagine, tny mental stater was not 
much better wlien I woke up tlie follow- 
ing morning than it had been wlien I 
swallowed tlie pillx In fact, it look two 
psychiatrists, two ministers, my husband's 
loxe and tlie kindness of sex era! friends 
to bring me back to unity Meanwhile, 
I was being continually harmed, not 
helped, by tlie following police actions: 
As soon as ! was released from tlie 
hospital, two jxxl k 1 1 me n scry jmlucly re- 
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dent. Wlien we got flierc. liowcxcr, 1 1 icy 
jtrotevded to Ixmk me for* tlie felony uf 
atfciuptctl suicide. I sjicni die night in 
jail, and niy husband wa< told that lie 
couldn't mt me until nine tlx* next morn- 
ing. He at fixed at exactly nine, Ikii the 
jmlicc broke d-cir promise ami wrjuldii*t 
Ut us talk. My lnisl>ancl went and got a 
lawyer. wIkj secured iny release. 

While bait ling to regain tny sanity itt 
tlie following months.

Reading tlie TkMtli for Raj**” let lev* 
in tl;e July Playboy Foimn, 1 was sur- 
prised tlut none of die letter write r* 
mentioned a conspicuous avjieil of this 
matter: The death penalty for rape (as 
wt!I as for kidnaping) not only ckx* not 
deter tlie ctiiiH- but actually encourages 
tlie |»et|K'traior to conqiound it. lie 
rajiisi (or kiduaj*i). if In* considers 
the pnalt) at all. will recognize that he 
fates death for simple rap* (or tkltiap- 
tng|. with i lie victim stuxixing io klcuti* 
fy him. If he |Movklc* an added measure 
of |Krvinal security by killing die victim, 
tlie penalty cannot lie increased. Why, 
iIkii. sliould lie hesitate to kill? Fortu- 
nately for society, criminals do not usual- 
ly engage in such coni cm plat ion while 
committing acts of dcqieration.

Tlie auitutlc that rajie 
K on tlie sank* lex el w ith murder is akin 
lo the warjicd tliinking of tlie rajwH 
hiinM’lf. in dial it abnormally overem- 
phasizes sex. And. of course, it is pre- 
cisely this attitude that makes rape so 
tiaumatic for tlie victim. Rajie. aaually, 
is not at all similar to murder; it it an 
ofTcusc of roughly die same sort as assault 
and battery. Tlie victim of nomexua! 
siolemr ctiduies similar tenor ami |vjin. 
tiigitlici wifli emotional afieicflccts: H 
tlie victim ol rajie suffers more intensely, 
it is only in projiortion to tlie degree that 
shame and fear dominate licr attitude 
toward sex. 

Clarence Danow once commented 
that it is almost imjx>«Mt>le to w*in an at* 
qiiirtal in a child tajic c-nc. Tilts h bc- 
cauM* die jury oxerreaen emorkinally to 
the crime, looks for a scajicgoat, finds 
one sci up by tlie jiro^eeution and re- 
fuse to listen to die csidcncc. Tliis is 
true lo some extent esen when tlie vic- 
tim h not a child: ami. for this reason, 
die chance of an iunocetil man’s I icing 
(onxkird «f rajie h much luglicr than is 
die ease with butglary, grand larceny, 
flattery and oiIkt crimes that evoke less 
emotional reactions. 

For these reasons, die death penalty b 
undesirable in tajic ca**; but, alas lor 
the xi me reasons, it is unlikely to be 
discontinued in tlie near future.

The CIA 
employs many people in many different 
capacities, 'ometimos just on a retainer 
basis.

I have solid evidence indicating that 
Ruby. Ferric. Oswald and ntlnrs involved 
in ibis case were all paid by tbc CIA 10 
perfirrm certain functions: Ruby to smug- 
gle arms for Cuban exile groups. Feme to 
train (Item ami to fly cminierrrvoluiioo- 
ary set ret missions to Cuba, and Oswald 
lo establish himself mi convincingly as a 
Maixist that Ire would wilt the trust of 
American left wing groups ami a!*> lease 
freedom to trasci as a spy in Communist 
countries. particularly Odra.

Wasn't this more logically the 
act of a temporarily deranged man? 

C At R t SON: First of all. kl me diqosr 
of this <« mhc'JH of i f k* **iMripf«aiily sir- 
ranged man." This h a catchall term, 
employed wlienescr l lie real motive of a 
crime can't lie nailed down. In tlic pver- 
wliclming majorifv of instances, the ac- 
tions of human brings arc the direct 
consequence* of discernible motives. This 
is tlie fatal flaw of tl»e Warren Report 
— its conclusion that the assassination of 
President Kennedy was i!»c aa of a tem- 
porarily derangcxl man. that tlie murder 
of Officer Tippil was equally uwa rung less 
and. finally, that Jack Rubs’s murder of 
Oswald was anothc-r act of a temporarily 
deranged indisidtial. It K of course, 
wildly improbable that all three acts were 
coincidentally tlic alxrrant acts of tem- 
porarily deranged men — altliougli itV 
most convenient to view them as such, 
because that judgment obviates tlie ne- 
cessity of relentlessly investigating tlic 
possibility of a conspiracy'. In Jack 
Ruby’s case, his murder of Ixt Oswald 
was tlie sanest act he ever committed; 
if Oswald lud lived another day or to, 
he very probably would have named 
names, and Jack Ruby would have been 
convicted as a conspirator in tlie assas- 
sination plot. As it was. Ruby made the 
best of a bad situation by rubbing out

I have no evidence one way or tlie other.. 
But we /mjv discovered that David 
Feme bad a rather curious liobby in addi- 
tion to bis study of cartridge trajectories: 

He filled his apartment 
with white mice— at one point he had 
almot 2000. ami ncigliljon complained— 
wrote a mcxlicat treatise on the subject 
ami worked with a nuralicr of New Or- 
leans clot ton on means of inducing 
earner in mice. After the assassination.

bph. wa^ fount! hacked io «Uain\vjili a 
Liutieii kuilc in her New Orleans ap.*irt- 
tiKiit. Her murder is listed as utiwlvcd. 
Fern'e's experiments may ha\e been pure- 
ly tlxxHctical and Dr. Slkcrman's death 
completely unrelated to her association 
with Ferrie: but I do find it interesting 
that Jack Ruby died of cancer a few 
weeks after his conviction for murder 
had been oxer ruled in ap|>eals court and 
I* was ordered to fraud trial outside of 
Dallas — tli us allowing him to speak 
freely if he so desired. I would also note 
that there was little hesitancy in killing 
Lee Haney Oswald in order to prevent 
him from talking, so theie is no reason to 
suspect that any more consideration 
would have been shown Jack Ruby if hr 
had jjnsed a threat to the architects of 
•i lie conspiracy. 

PlAYBOY: You’ve claimed (hat many of 
llie people involved in‘ tlie conspiracy 
were **nco-Naii" in tlx*ir political orien- 
tation. What would motivate Ruby, a 
Jew, to work with Mich people? 
GARRISON: Mooes. As far as my office 
lias been able to determine. Jack Ruby 
had no strong political views of his own. 
Historically, of course, tliere ha\e bcrit a 
number of self-hating Jew-s wlio abetted 
llicir own tormentors: Adolf Hitler's 
mentor in Vienna. Karl Lueger, was born 
a Jew. and I understand that one of the 
leading |>ro- Nazis in New York City, a 
retired millioiiaiic who fpiatKcs aiiti- 
Jewish aaisity across the country, is the 
sou of a rabbi. But I don't IkIksc Jack 
Ruby falls into this category; he was just 
a hoodlum nut for a truck. I will say — 
with the understanding that it's pure 
qx-culation — it's ikw imjiossiblc that Jack 
Ruby devclojxd certain guilt feeling* in 
|>risott oxer his role in the plot. Remem- 
ber his rejKatcd lament. "Now there will 
be pogyoms. Tliey will kill all il»e Jews.*? 
Mom people assumed this was jim the 
fantasy of a (rumbling mind. But maybe 
Jack Rub) knew better than the rev of 
us what the master-racist authors of lire 
assassination had in mind for the country/ 
PIAVBOT: Let's moxe on from Jack Ruby 
to David Ferrie. Wesley Uclxder. tlie 
Warren Commis'iou lotmsrl who handled 
tlie New Orleans end of the inquiry, said 
Ferrie **was picked up shoiily after iVkt 
assassination and questioned by local 
officials of the FBI. I rememlxT sjk- 
(ilkally doing up a Mdistaiilial stack of 
kill reports on Ferric that we ie viewed 
in order to make our determination." lie 
states that flic FBI reports on Ferric were 
I rot included in the Commission's 26 
volumes of evidence, "because it was so 
dear he wasn’t invoked."

But in 1109. when Castrn started to 
si row his Marxist colors, Ferrie appears 
to have felt l>ei rayed and leaded 
against ('.astro with all the bitterness of a 
suitor jilted by his girl. From that mo- 
ment on, lie dedicated himself to CaMro’t 
overthrow and began working with 
exile groups such as tlve Cuban Demo- 
cratic Revolutionary Front and planning 
airfmrnc missions against Castro's military 
installations. He was rejvortcd - to hale 
been paid up to M500 a mission b) in 
ex-Batista official named Fladio del 
Valle. But ! haven't been able to clieck 
out Del Valle's involvement with Ferrie, 
hccauw on February 22. 1967. the same 
day Ferrie died in New Orleans, Del 
Valle's head was split open by a hatchet 
and lie was shot through tlve heart in Mi- 
ami. tlis murder is listed as unsolved by 
tin* Miami jKvIice. In ail) tax. Fc*nk* was 
recruited by the CIA, which employed 
hundreds of such people in tlicir network 
of anti-Castro exile activities. From the 
Bay of l*ig\ on. Ike luted Kennedy as mucii 
as he did Castro; he felt that J. F. L 
had Ivctraycd the invasion brigade by not 
sending in air cover. As tlie events 1 
dewTibed earlier led to a tfrlrnlr betweeu 
Kuvsia and America, and as live FBI — 
uikIct Kennedy's orders — waned crack- 
ing down on the CIA-supported aiiti- 
Cavtro tiiKlergrouiKi.

lation on my part; we have a number 
of reliable witnesses who were privy to 
Ferric’s thoughts at this jKriod and saw 
liis hatred of Kennedy develop into a 
driving force. After i!k a ward nation, as 
a matter of fact, something psychologi- 
cal!) curious Itapjx'iicd to Ferric: He 
dropjxd out of anti-Castro exile activi- 
ties. hi i the pay of the CIA ami drifted 
aimlessly while his emotional pioblcini 
increased to iIk |x>iut wlverc he wa* 
totally dependent on huge doses of tran- 
quili/eis ami barbituratev I don't know 
if Ferric eser experienced any guilt

garrison: Dr. Nicholas Chetta Is an 
excellent coroner, and Inasinuch as he 
found a total afiscncc of traceable poi- 
sons or barbiturates in Ferric** system, 1 i 
would resjKCt his opinion that it was a 
natural death. On the other hand, I can't 
help but lend a certain weight to two 
suicide notes Ferric left in hfi a pan mein, 
one of which said how sweet it wras to 
finally leave this wretched life. I suppose 
it could just be a weird coincidence that 
tl>e night Ferrie pentkcd two suicide 
notes, Ik died of natural causes. ' 

PLAYBOY: Your critics have charged that 
your relentless investigation of Ferric 
and tl»e publicity tlie press gave to your 
charges against him induced the Mate 
of hypertension that was said to have 
caused Ins fatal hemorrhage. Do you feel 
in any way rcvjxsnsible for Ferrie'* death? 
GARRISON: I had nothing but pity for 
Dave Ferric while he was alive, and 1 
luxe nothing but pity for him now that 
Ik's dead. Feme was a patlvetic and tor- 
tured creature, a genuinely brilliant man 
wivosc twisted drives locked him into his 
own private hdl. If I had been able Bo 
Ikelp Ferrie. I would have: but he was 
in loo deep and he was terrified. From 
the moment he realized we had looked ; 
Ik'IuimI the facade- ami established that j 
Lee Oswald was anything but a Cornmu- ) 
itivt, from the monKiit Ik knew we had 
discovered the role of the CIA and anti- 
Castro adventurers in the assassination. 
Ferrk began to crumble psychojogkally. 
So. to answer your question directly — yt* 

I supjkOK I may have been re\j>otr\ibte for 
Ferric's death. If I had left this cave 
aloiK, if I had allowed Kennedy's mur- 
derers to continue to walk tlie streets of 
America unimpeded, Dave Ferrie would 
jMohablv be alive today. I don’t feel per- 
sonally guilty about Feme's death, but ! 
do feel terribly sorry for the waste of an- 
other human being. In a deeper sense, 
though, Dave Fenie died on November 
22. 1963. From that moment on. Ik 
couldn't save himself, and I couldn’t 
save him. Ferric could have quoted as 
his epitaph iIk last words of live Serb 
partisan leader Draja Mikhailov in h Ik* 
foic *1 ito shot him for collaboration: "I 
wav swept up in i!k gales of history."

Hugh McDonald is undoubtedly identical with Hugh C. McDonald > 
who retired on 1-17-67 as Chief of Detectives, Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
Office. McDonald is a graduate in good standing of the 67th Session of the FBI ^ 
National Academy. Bufiles indicate that news sources of 8-18-64 indicated that • 
McDonald had been granted 90 days leave to act as a security officer for the ~ 
Republican National Committee. His specific task was that of protecting Senator 
Barry Goldwater during the Presidential campaign. McDonald has always sup- 
ported the FBI and often expressed his great admiration for it and for the Director# 
He is the inventor of the Identi-Kit, which is a process for using a series of nega- 
tives of facial characteristics which may be placed on top of each other to form 
a composite picture. This process is used to approximate a picture of a criminal 
for use of witnesses in identification. 

I George DeMohrenschildt, Polish born of Russian parents and a V , 

(naturalized American citizen, is carried in Section B of the Reserve Index of • . 
lour Dallas Office. He was a social acquaintance of Lee and Marina Oswald in 
(Dallas prior to the assassination. Because of his Russian background, considerable 
speculation occurred during our investigation of the assassination that DeMohrens- 
childt might have been involved. Nothing was ever developed indicating this was 
so. In 1964 DeMohrenschildt took up residence in Haiti where he worked as a 
Consulting Engineer for the Government of that country. He returned to Dallas 
in November, 1966.* DeMohrenschildt has been described as an unprincipled 
adventurer who has lived primarily by his wits. Married four times, he has 
been characterized as a braggart of poor moral character who has engaged in a 
| number of illicit affairs. ^ 

-^The Edward Cohen mentioned by Davidson may be identical with 
Edward StomTiCohen who currently resides at 308 N Street, Southwest, Washington, 
D. C. He has never been the subject of an FBI investigation; however, our files 
indicate that Cohen allegedly was in contact this year with "Ramparts” magazine 
for the purpose of soliciting publication of an "expose" type of story on Overseas 
National Airways (ONA) and President Johnson’s alleged association with it. 

Cohen was alleged to have indicated that many active and retired military officers 
are connected with ONA and Cohen felt such a story would create a big "smell" 
and would be most embarrassing to Mr. Johnson. In July, 1959, Edward Stone 
Cohen advised the State Department he planned to attend the Seventh World Youth 
Festival in Vienna, Austria, during the Summer of 1959. Our files further reveal 
that Wallace M. Cohen, Chevy Chase, Maryland, the father of Edward Stone Cohen, 
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Bishop to DeLoach Memo -v : .

It was obvious to SA Adcock and me that Davidson had come to the 
FBI hoping to get information about DeMohrenschildt. We gave him nothing. He 
was advised that if he wished to submit Cohen’s material on DeMohrenschildt for 
review, we would accept it. ... 

Davidson is a registered agent for several foreign principals 
including the Governments of Indonesia and Haiti. He has described himself in 
the past as a ’’five percenter, out to make a fast buck.” Bufiles reflect that he 
is an unsavory individual. 

During yesterday’s interview, he alleged his only concern was that 
of protecting President Johnson from being ’’smeared,” however, it is strongly 
believed that his real motive was that of seeking information on DeMohrenschildt 
and McDonald. In support of this, it is noted that prior to coming to Bureau 
Headquarters he had already contacted Edward Cohen for background information 
on DeMohrenschildt and spent the previous weekend in Dallas, Texas, allegedly 
for the purpose of attending a football game. However, Dallas is also the residence 
of DeMohrenschildt. 

This is not the first time we have received allegations concerning 
DeMohrenschildt. On 4-3-67, William L. Oltmans, Dutch representative in the 
U.S, of the Netherlands Television Company (NTC), contacted our New York Office 
and advised that NTC had received information from an informant in Western 
Europe that DeMohrenschildt was the principal organizer of the assassination of 
President Kennedy. It was alleged that DeMohrenschildt’s brother, Dimitri, was 
a participant and possibly the second assassin who fired from the woods simul- 
taneously with Oswald. According to Oltmans, NTC was making inquiries in the 
U. S. and planned to release a story to the public in the near future. Our files con- 
t ain no derogatory information concerning Dimitri Von Mohrenschildt, brother of 
George. Dimitri was a professor of languages, Dartmouth College, Hanover, New 
Hampshire, at the time of the assassination. . .

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■» William Wayne Dalzell was active in 
anti-Castro Cuban activities New Orleans 
area in the early 1960*s. We have 
previously received report that Garrison 
desired to question Dalzell as to his 
knowledge of possible anti-Castro Cubans 
being Involved in the assassination. 

We received no information during our 
ipvestigation of the assassination that 
Dalzell was ever acquainted with Lee 
Ilarvey Oswald or involved in any manner 
in the assassination of President 
Kennedy.

Craig's statements were never corrobo- 
rated. Investigation disclosed Oswald 
left the Texas School Book Depository 
Building by bus and later transferred to 
a taxicab to proceed to his rooming 
house. This was corroborated by several 
witnesses.

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For Negroes in Halifax, § 
Black Power v. ping pong 


IN the 40 BLOCKS of Halifax just 
north of Citadel Hill, dingy clapboard 
tenements house most of the city's 
•0,000 Negroes. Here, racial tension 
and poverty are the way of life. Large 
families of Negroes are commonly 
jammed into two or three rooms. 
Negro teenagers and young adults, 
whose main meeting place is the dimly 
lit streets of the neighborhood, are 
regularly harassed by ’White*’ police ♦ 
officers dutifully enforcing^ hWtf J 
against rowdyism and loitering!* r 4 

Though the gradual ' Closing ~b ( I 
Africville ended one notorious ghetto, : 
the only effect of that seemingly pro- 
gressive move, has, in reality, been to 
shift the Negro problem in Halifax 
from the edge of the city to midtown, 
where it is now growing bigger and 
more dangerous. 

As in the U5., Negro leaders in 
Halifax differ in their militancy to- 
ward the white community. But ihey 
agree that Halifax could easily get 
phat it fears most from its Negro 
quarters: a race riot 

"Negro riots could break out in 
Halifax any time now * says Buddy 
Daye, 37, a former boxer who is 
Human Rights chairman of the in- 
fluential, moderate Nova Scotia As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored Peoples. 

An even more pointed warning 
comes from Rocky Jones, a bearded, 
26-year-old youth leader,* whose ad- 
vocacy of Black Power puts him at 
odds with the NSAACP. "The Negro 
people are going to rebel." he says, 
“and it's up to the white powers to do 
something about the Negro condition." 

The two leaders* differing ap- 
proaches to their race problems were 
never more pointedly illustrated than 
during an incident that occurred last 
August 31. After a rock V roll ses- 
sion that night, three Negro youths 
got into a scuffle and were arrested. 
Angered, 40 other young Negroes 
stormed into Gerrish and Gottingen 
streets, hurling bricks and bottles. 
They defied the first dozen police sent 
to bring them under control, injuring 
one policeman and damaging a patrol 


At one point with the march tem- 
porarily stalled. Buddy Daye, who lives 
near by. managed to draw off eight of 
the most belligerent members of the 
mob (be ays he took guns from two 


of them), took them over to his place 
and kept them talking out their hatred 
until 4 a.m. 1 

Meanwhile, Rocky Jones persuaded 
the others to keep marching another 
eight blocks — to the police station. 
On the station steps, the marchers enj 
countered Chief Verdun Mitchell and 
demanded that he release his three? 
prisoners immediately or place thcen4 
ire Crowd under mass arrest-Th^ fwo[ 
sfdes'Vgued fof (W hOurslfAt^JO* 
a.th. the* chief compromised- efld^et 
the crowd into the stat jotf! kit -the, 
prisoners.* By dawn, llie 'vfsitcwrs^ad 
left peaceably. 

For hh part io the protest, the 
NSAACP publicly denounced Rocker 
Jones. Soon after. Buddy Daye was 
appointed by city council to serve as 
a youth organizer in the district 

Later, Mayor Allan O'Brien began 
setting up a committee to expedite 
Daye’s program of recreational activi- 
ties, with NSAACP approval. This is 
hardly what the NSAACP*s president 
Gus Wedderburn, had in mind, how- 
ever, when he recently urged the 
mayor undertake a serious study of 
the Negroes* problems in Halifax. 

Rocky Jones, on the other hand, 
doesn't want a study — he wants im- 
mediate reforms in such basic areas as 
housing and employment Because 
they cover only buildings of five or 
more dwelling units. Nova Scotia's 
open-housing laws prohibit racial seg- 
regation only in overcrowded tenejf 
meats and in apartments loo expen# 
sive for Negroes. And while HalifajS 
employers will accept application^ 
from Negroes, they seldom hire theni 
for any but the most menial jobs!, 
(There are no Negroes on the polk 
force, for instance.} 

Rocky Jones doesn't believe hi 
people will get such situations re * 
forn>ed merely by appealing to !h: 
moral principles of the white con> 
munity. He says they must be able to 
bargain with the white establishment 
from a position of political and ecoi 
nomic power. Jones has been teaching 
as much to members of his Kwach| 
(“Freedom") Club, a fluctuating 
group of 50 to 100 Negroes, age if 
to 25. The club's sessions aren't always 
orderly, and its dances run loud and 
late. As a result, the dub has just 
been kicked out of its third premises 
in three yean. 4 
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Now, with Buddy Daye moving into 
the youth Md with city council's 
blessing and several other advantages 
(be commands the fuff resources of 
the Neighborhood Centre, which co- 
ordinates welfare in the district). 
Rocky Jones* influence could suffer.

comparable charge before the gallery 
executive happened to be me. Of an- 
other off - record Diefenbaker speech, 
the one delivered to the annual press 
gallery dinner in 1964. f remarked in 
this space that it was “the best he had 
ever produced for such an occasion.** 
Some people look the view that any 
reference whatever to the gallery din- 
ner was a violation of secrecy, f was 
asked to “explain** but no censure was 
voted; the executive accepted the as- 
surance that no breach of confidence 
was intended and seemed to agree that 
none had actually taken place.

"Too big” for FBI 

Ever since, Giesbrecht, a palpably 
sincere and rational 35-year-old Mcn- 
nonite with four children, has swung 
between fear and frustration. Fear that 
the disclosure of his identity — his 
name is revealed here publicly for the 
first time — would lead to harassment 
by cranks, or worse. (He is aware that 
20 or so people tenuously , linked to 
investigations of an alleged conspiracy 
have died since November, 1963.) 
Frustration because he believes that 
the FBI deliberately squelched his 
story. Giesbrecht talked to an agent 
named Merry! Nelson whom he con- 
tacted through the U.S. consulate in 
Winnipeg. He says that Nelson re- 
marked.

On that day. February 13, 1964, 
Giesbrecht had set up an appointment 
with a client who worked at nearby 
Bristol Aircraft. He arrived at the air* 
port early, shortly after 2 p.nu lo 
have his first look inside the new 
terminal. He sauntered around, went 
into the Horizon Room, had one 
drink, a Moscow Mule, walked out lo 
have a look at Gerald Gladstone's 
sculpture, Mar Cone . in a fountain 
courtyard oear the lounge, called his 
client, found he had more lime to kill, 
returned lo the lounge, sa! at the same 
lable half-way along a wall of win- 
dows and ordered a Seven-Up. Two 
men had taken the adjacent table. 
His back to them. Giesbrecht planned 
his sales approach and did some fig- 
uring on his weekly calendar pad. At 
some point, probably at about 2.45 
p.m„ he became aware that his neigh- 
bors were discussing the assassination 
in a way that seemed to implicate 
them. 

He started lo listen, then lo lake 
notes. It seemed to him that one of 
Ihc men had a “Latin" accent; the 
other, the one he later concluded was 
Ferric, an “American" accent. The 
voices were rather high-pitched, pre- 
cise-sounding. He sensed that both 
men were homosexuals.

“I got the impression that a man 
named Isaacs was lo have been the 
assassin or one of them, but that he 
had taken on Oswald lo do the dirty 
work," Giesbrecht says.

although campus leaders accitse them 
of shameful apathy, it doesn't take 
much to arouse Quebec students. All 
that's needed Is a hot Issue, such as 
Vietnam, to fire them up. Bring in a 
trio of liveware Viet Cong and you 
have a situation approaching mass 
hysteria. 

In fact the (umuYt caused by the 
visit to Quebec of two male and one 
female National Liberation Front 
••students * (one seemed old enough to 
be a grandfather) may have as devas- 
tating effect on student politics as Dc 
Gaulle's famous m Vi\e U Qufbec 
iibrer had on Parliament Hill 

Centre of the controversy is the 
strongly nationalistic Union Generate 
des Etudianis du Quebec (UGEQ), a 
student syndicate comprising five of 
the province's sit universities (Bish* 
op's doesn't belong). Two members 
of UGEQ** executive committee made 
contact with Viet Cong students last 
April in Ulan Bator, the capital of 
Outer Mongolia, at the Congress of 
the International Union of Students, 
and invited them to Quebec. Their 
initiative has raised the hackles of 
students, hawks and doves alike — the 
hawks for obvious reasons: the doves 
because they feel the NLF trio was 
unfairly brought into a hornet's nest 
of Right-wing fascists. 

The president of UGEQ, 25-year- 
old Pierre LeFransois, says the invi- 
tation b one of a series of special 
events marking “Vietnam Year,- 
which h intended to elicit a arise de 
conscience on the part of Quebec 
students and (he public. But not all 
of the 40.000 students al McGill, Sir 
George Williams. University of Mont- 
real Laval and Sherbrooke subscribe 
to UGEQ's tactics, and that's where 
the trouble starts. 

The students are all automatically 
members of UGEQ. paying $1 per 
annum, which comes out of their 
fees. On the eve of the Viet Cong's 
arrival. UGEQ issued a press release 
calling on the Canadian government 
to dissociate itself from U.S. policies 
in Vietnam, and alleging Canadian 
-complicity" in the war. An earlier 
13-page document presented to Pre- 
mier Daniel Johnson was equatly 
anti-American and anti-Ottawa in 
tone. Even if «nuny of the 17,000 
English • speaking students in Quebec 
were sympathetic with the Viet Cong 
cau<e and saw that some French- 
Canadian students identified it with 
Quebec independence, the anti -Fed- 
eralist notes annoyed them. 

The setting was right for a hawk 
group called COLD — Canadians 
Opposing Leftist Demonstrations — 
set up last year to oppose a student 
peace march. COLD's 30-odd mem- 
bers led the chorus of hisses, boots, 
catcalls, and cries of “Kill a Commie 
for Christ!- that greeted the Viet Cong 
when they tried to address the 700 j 
students at Sir George's alumni audi- I 



torium. -It's not that we're against free * 
speech, but we should have been con- 
sulted by UGEQ before these stooges 
were foisted upon us,* declares 22- 
year -old arts student Harvey Oberfcld, ‘ 
spokesman for COLD. “The lies they 
were spewing out were insults to our^ 
intelligence, absolute garbage.* Ober-" 
feld denies that COLD is an extremist 
group. “But we don't think you can 
solve the world's problems by waving 
flowers around. Hippies and leftists 
have been running student govern- 
ments for too long and they don't 
represent the majority of views.'* 

Some of the insults were juvenile, 
others almost classics of sick humor. 
When Ly Van Sau described his coun- 
try as smaller than Florida, but bigger 
than Vancouver Island, a student

He alleged 
that on the night preceding the assassination, 11/21/63, Lee 
Harvey Oswald came to their door asking for Ruby’s residence. 

Mr. Christie claims this professor is a "most reliable

All residents of this apartment were interviewed, none of whom 
related any facts such as those attributed to the SMU Professor.

In the Warren Report, no mention was made of certain 
aspects of the complete Altgens photograph of the as- 
sassination of the late President Kennedy. A cropped 
version was used in the Warren Reoort, thus omitting 
valuable information(Warren Commission Exhibit ^900). 

In the comolete version, which was printed in the De- 
cember 14, 1963 issue of the SATURDAY EVENING POST and 
Harold Weisberg’s books WHITEWASH and WHITEWASH II, Lee 
Harvey Oswald is seen standing in the Texas School-Book 
Depository Entrance. The Warren Report stated that this 
was Billy Nolan Lovelady. The photograoh shov/3 the man 
(Lovelady or Oswald) in a seemingly course knit shirt I 

open half-way to the waist and wearing a tee-shirt under- 
neath. Also, the man’s hairline is the same as Oswald’s. \ 
Fhotographs taken of Oswald after his arrest show him in \. 
the same shirt as the one worn by the figure in the Texas 
School-Book Depository Entrance. The Warren Report dis- 
missed this photograph a3 one showing Frank Nolan Lovelady 
in the TSBD entrance. Yet, Lovelady sv/ore that he was 
wearing a red and white striped shirt buttoned to the col- 
lar on the day of the assassination.

the Saturday Evening Post, to reach the newsstands 11/21/67, 
contains an article by Dr. Josiah Thompson of Baverford College, 
Haverford, Pennsylvania.

BACKGROUND : UPI 11/13/67 reported Dr, Josiah Thompson completed 

an independent two-year investigation of the assassination. He 
claims the assassination was a conspiracy and three gunmen were 
Involved, all of whom may be at large. Thompson charges that 
although details remain unclear, "the essential outline of the 
assassination is now apparent— the 'one assassin' finding of the 
Warren Commission is patently wrong; there were four shots from 
three guns in six seconds." This article is apparently based 
on Thompson's book, "Six Seconds in Dallas" to be published 
11/27/67. UPI indicated Thompson does not speculate on the 
identities of the assassins or their motivation but casts doubt 
on the guilt of Lee Harvey Oswald who was in the Texas School 
Book Depository Building (TSBDB), and his rifle was used. 
Thompson indicates, it is "quite likely" that Oswald was not the 
assassin at the sixth floor window. 

The UPI does not reveal how Thompson arrived at this 
conclusion. The Warren Commission concluded Oswald was 
present at the window from which the shots were fired, and this 
was supported by evidence found at the scene and testimony of

• ' Thompson claims to have had access to a better print 
of Abraham Zapruder's color movie of the assassination than was 
made available to the FBI. An analysis of this print* owned by 
Life Magazine, by a new technique involving s'apeflmposltlon of 
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sequential pictures and by a dissecting microscope provided’ 
Thompson with data from which he made conclusions. These con- 
clusions were four bullets were fired, and he indicates 6hots 
originated from three locations, one of which was from the 
TSBDB. The Warren Commission concluded all 6hots originated 
from the sixth floor of the TSBDB and that all shots were from 
the rear. The Warren Commission arrived at this conclusion from 
the examination of the original Zapruder film and a reinactment 
at the scene. In connection with Thompson’s examination of the 
film by a new technique, it is noted that this new technique is 
not identified. • ....... 

Thompson accused the Commission of Ignoring testimony 
of witnesses who saw gunsmoke in the area of the grassy knoll in 
Dealey Plaza. This is false. S. M. Holland, a railroad employee, 
reported to the Commission he heard four shots and saw a puff 
of smoke. However, the Commission concluded that Holland's 
observations could not be substantiated. 

Regardless of Thompson's allegations, he does not specu- 
late on the number of conspirators or their identities. This is 
a typical approach of numerous authors who have written books 
critical of the Warren Commission in the past, and he is follow- 
ing a similar line. It is to be noted that with a few exceptions, 
Thompson closely follows conclusions arrived at by Mark Lane 
without setting forth any concrete evidence to validate his opinion. 

BACKGROUND REGARDING JOS I AH DONALD THOMPSON : Our files contain 

numerous references to’ Thompson who was born 1/17/35 at Liverpool, 
Ohio. Re holds a Ph. D. degree and is an Assistant Professor of 
Philosophy at Haverford College. He has been associated with 
many Vietnam peace movements, and on 10/20/67, in protest of the 
Vietnam War, he was one of 350 individuals who relinquished his 
Selective Service Card to the Attorney General in Washington, 
However, he previously served in the Navy and is now classified 
5 -A (registrant over the age of liability for military service). 
According to an article dated 10/10/67 In "The Philadelphia 
Inquirer," he said he has told the boys to stay out of the 
Vietnam War, even if they have to go to jail. He also said the 
Warren Commission's conclusion was too pat for him, and "I got 
the feeling my Government was lying to me, so I decided to do 
some research on my own and flew to Dallas."

Earl Wallas Edwards telephonically contacted ^ 
the Jackson FBI Office/on November 15, 1967, and stated 7 
he had some information to furnish to the FBI. 

Edwards was contacted by Special Agent 
Ernest M. Cochrane at which time he related the following 
information: 

At the outset of the interview, Edwards stated 
that he is a pathological liar, a parole violator from 
Arkansas, and presently has local embezzlement charge 
pending against him in Jackson, Mississippi. Edwards 
stated he was prosecuted for writing bad checks in the 
State of Arkansas, was sentenced to five years , served 
twenty-seven months of this sentence, and was released 
on parole but immediately left the State of Arkansas 
as he indicated the judge %ad it in for him'* and was 
going to see he was placed back in prison. This, according 
to Edwards, took place in 1960 or 1961. 


Edwards continued he went to Dallas, Texas, 
sometime in 1962 or 1963, inhere he purchased the Southcliff 
Motel using the name Dave^Lawrence. He said that shortly

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before the assassSnetiu of President Kennedy, he knows ^ > 
for a fact that Lee Harvey Oswald and Jack Ruby met and 
were together in one of the rooms of his motel. He ,,v 
stated that each one of them had rented a room at his 
motel, registering on different days. He recalled that 
they were in Room number 11 on one particular occasion, 
when a disturbance broke out, and he was compelled to 
call the police to restore order. Edwards could furnish 
no information regarding how well these two individuals 
were acquainted with each other. . ; 




He further advised that Lee Harvey Oswald 
had been at this motel on several occasions prior to this 
time with a female, whom Edwards stated he later identified 
as his wife from photographs he saw in the newspaper. 

Edwards stated that approximately two days 
following the assasslnetbi, an individual using the name — 
of Gordon fiatt hews checked into the motel and remained ^ 
there for approximately six weeks. This Individual was 
driving a 1953 or 1954 black. Ford van truck, and during 
the time Matthews was at the motel, he wrote to the 
State of Georgia for license plates for this truck. Edwards 
stated he did|not know whether this would have a bearing 
on the case or not, but it was very suspicious in his 
opinion. . v . . 

• Edwards stated he had waited this long before 
furnishing the above information because he is a parole 
or probation violator, and stated that if he had come 
forward with the information, he feels he would have been 
placed in custody himself. 
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Edwards admitted that if he "gets backed 
into a corner with the prospect of going to jail”, he 
would lie to get himself out of the spot.

Thompson quotes results of our findings in regard to 
the minimum time required to operate the assassination rifle. 

In this respect, Thompson made a statement, FBI Laboratory 
Examiner, Robert Frazier, testified 4.6 seconds was a minimum 
firing time for three shots from Oswald's rifle — a figure that 
includes no time for aiming the rifle. The fact is, SA Frazier 
testified 4.6 seconds was minimum time required by him to fire 
three aimed shots which again denotes Thompson was in error. 

Thompson has used testimony and data which was fur- 
nished to the Varren Commission and is available in the Archives. 

He also used comments made by Governor Connally and physicians 
who conducted the autopsy to establish his theory that four 
shots were fired from three different positions, namely the 
Texas School Book Depository Building (TSBDB), a building 
adjacent to the TSBDB on Houston Street, and the fence behind 
the grassy knoll in Dealey Plaza in Dallas. Hie sequence of 
these shots according to Thompson were, the first shot was fired 
from the TSBDB which hit the president in the back, the second 
from a building on Houston Street which wounded Governor Connally, 
the third shot from the TSBDB that hit the president in the rear 
of the head, and an almost instantaneous shot (the fourth) coming 
from the grassy knoll which struck the president in the right 
front of the head. (Sequence of shots based on Thompson's i n te r p r eta tion ) 

Thompson's theory would appear plausible to anyone 
unfamiliar with the actual facts developed by the Varren 
Commission. He said the purpose of his study was to perform a 
task of archaeology to lay bare a whole level of contradictory 
evidence beneath the conclusions of the Varren Report. He said 
it does not prove the assassination was a conspiracy, nor does 
it prove Oswald's innocence.

On November 27, 1967, Dr. Kermit Fv Hunter , Dean 
of the School of Arts, Southern Methodist/university (SMU), 

Dallas, Texas, advised that the name Mrs. Eelen McIntosh 
is entirely unknown to him; however, he may have met her during 
one of his numerous trips in connection with his profession. 

Dr. Hunter ythen stated that during 1964 his brother- 
in-law, Mr. Floyd. A, Chambers, who resides on Mercedes Street, 

Dallas, Texas, 4old him that shortly after the assassination 

of President John Fitzgerald Kennedy, an individual by 

the name of Jamison occupied an office adjacent to Mr .• Chambers. 

Dr. Hunter stated that his brother-in-law related to him that 

this Jamison individual had told him that on the night of 

November 21, 1963, he (Jamison) and some other individuals were 

playing poker and about midnight there was a very loud pounding 

on the front door. Jamison told Chambers that upon opening 

the door a very large individual with red hair inquired 

as to the location of the home of a man who was the superintendent 

of the Dallas Book Depository. Jamison felt that this individual 

was a truck driver inasmuch as there was a truck parked in 

front of the house with the motor running. Dr. Hunter at this 

point conjectured that he felt that this large individual was 

probably a truck driver attempting to deliver some books 

and upon finding the book depository building locked, was attemtping 

to locate the superintendent or manager of the business. According 

to Dr. Hunter, Jamison told Chambers that this occurrence 

took place in a house located behind the Texas Instuments Corporation 

on Chamber's road but that he could not recall the exact number 

since he had moved from there. Jamison merely told Chambers that 

he thought it rather odd that any individual would be inquiring about 

the superintendent of the Dallas Book Depository building late 

at night on the evening Just preceding the assassination.

According to Dr. Hunter, Mrs. McIntosh Must 
have Misunderstood Mm if he did relate the above matter 
to her during a ccrcrrercial arilins flight in 1964. He 
emphatically stated that, at no time was the name Lee Harvey 
Oswald mentioned during the above Incident and he had 
never even considered that incident could have anything to 
do with Oswald. He further stated that this individual 
coming to Jamison's door did not inquire concerning Jack Ruby 
and at no time was the name Jack Ruby even mentioned, but 
on the other hand this large Individual, probably a truck 
driver, was inquiring as to the residence of the superintendent 
of the Dallas Bock Depository building. Dr. Hunter then stated 
that he could relate no further information concerning this 
matter and felt that Mrs. McIntosh was confused.

He received 
information from an unidentified friend that on 11 '21 '63, 

Dr. Kermit H. Hunter had been visiting ftiends in Dallas. 
Allegedly, Dr. Hunter was reported to have said Lee Harvey 
Oswald came to the door looking for the residence of Jack Ruby. 
We interviewed Christie and found that he had obtained this 
information from Mrs. Helen McIntosh who in turn reported it 
to a representative of Jim Garrison's office in New Orleans. 

Dr. Hunter was interviewed who indicated there was no substance 
to llrs. McIntosh's story and felt she was confused. Actually 
Dr. Hunter received the information from his brother-in-law, 
Floyd A. Chambers who obtained the information fron a r*erson 
named Jamison, who occupied an office adjacent to Chtimbers in 
Dallas. Dallas is being advised to fully resolve this matter.

Abraham/- Bolden, a former Secret Service Agent, is '■ 
currently confined at the Medical Center for Federal Prisoners, f ■ ' 
Bolden is serving a sentence after conviction on a charge of 
solicitation of money by fraud, obstruction of justice and 
conspiracy. Bolden alleges that he was convicted on perjury 
testimony and recently secured counsel through the Federal Court 
to assist him in his legal matters. He claims to have ‘new 
information which will eventually result in his release. His 
court appointed attorney, Johnyfyosmer, Marshfield, Missouri, 
contacted social worker Hughes / of the Federal Medical Center and 
obtained permission to visit with Bolden, accompanied by two 
legal associates. The social worker authorized the visits. 


although he was not aware of the identity- of the two legal 
associates. The two associates signed Medical. Center’s 
visitors registration book as M. R.rLane and Dick>Burnes. 


The three attorneys visited with Bolden for one and one-half 
hours on December 4, 1967, and thirty minutes on December 5, 1967. 
On concision of the last visit a news conference was held at the 
Colonial Hotel, Springfield, Missouri, called by. the three 
attorneys. The attorneys assisting Hosmer were identified as 
Hark^Lane, author of "Rush to Judgment," and Richard V7“ Burnes, 
a member of the staff of New Orleans Prosecuting Attorney Jim 
Garrison. 

Mark Lane, speaking for the group, advised that Bolden 
had given them some explosive information on the Kennedy 
assassination. He further informed the press that Bolden would 
be subpoenaed by Jim Garrison and that Lane and Garrison were 
looking for some unidentified individual who could furnish 
pertinent information on the assassination and that Bolden has 
supplied them with a tie-in.

Jim Garrisons Probe 
Moves to Springfield

A bizarre web of myslery and 
conspiracy is being spun by an 
Ozarks attorney, a nationally- 
known but controversial author 
and a member of New Orleans! 
prosecuting attorney Jim Garri-I 
son's staff in a bold attempt to 
link information supplied by an 
inmate of the U.S. Medical Cen- 
ter here with the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy. 

Figures in the strange tale in- 
clude Marshfield attorney John 
llosmer; author Mark Lane, a 
New York attorney who admit- 
tedly now lives off royalties 
paid him for his book “Rush to 
Judgment” which severely criti- 
cizes the Warren Commission 
Report; Richard V. Burnes, an 
kllorncy-investigator on the 
team of Jim Garrison, himself a 
controversial figure in various 
inquiries into the shooting of the 
President; and 

.Bo ldc q. a 32-ycar-oid former 
MmmWr of the U.S. Secret Ser- 
vice who reportedly was as- 
signed to the White House detail 
until shortly before Kennedy’s 
death and who is said to be the 
Victim of a “frame Job” in an 
attempt to suppress pertinent 
evidence concerning the assassi- 
nation. 

. In a hastily-called news con- 
ference. at the. Colonial Hotel 
yrslc relay afternoon, the three 
attorneys presented the sketchy 
story they said was gleaned 
from two interviews with Bolden 
on Monday and Tuesday at the 
Medical Center and from pri- 
vate investigations continuing 
under the direction of Garrison 
and Lane. 

JThe forceful and articulate 
Lane, a one-time representative 
to the New York state legisla- 
ture, told how Bolden bad come 

I to his attention more than two 
years ago. Bolden, be said, is 
mentioned in his book as a po- 
tential witness eager to testify 
before the Warren Commission 
but who was never caDed to ap- 
pear. 


Bolden, according to Lane, 
was among Secret Service men 
I informed of a plot to kill the 
President during a visit to Chi- 
cago in the fall of 1963. Bolden, 
Lane said, was given names of 
persons involved in the plot and 
was informed that these men 
were being watched — at least 
one by a Secret Service car 
which shadowed the suspect 
constantly through the streets of 
Chicago. 

It was this alleged plot which, 
according to Bolden, was re- 
sponsible for the cancellation of 
Kennedy’s visit to Illinois, Lane 
said, although an official cover- 
up excuse was offered to the 
public.

In a nutshell, it was the Secret 
Service’s knowledge of this plot 
and the names of the men sup- 
posedly involved that Bolden 
[ wanted to give in testimony to 
the Warren Commission, after it 
^^fecame apparent that no other

s Although suppressing appar* 
ently valid testimony such as 
this is questionable in itself, 

. Lane contended, the true

Lane added that “Bolden’s 
disclosures add importance and 
entirely independent corrobora- 
tion to Garrison’s conclusions. 
For months 1 have known that 
Garrison has sought a man who 
was involved in the conspiracy 
to assassinate the President. 
Clearing Bolden stale that the 
same man evidently bad been 
sought and followed by tbc Se- 
cret Service in the assassination 
conspiracy well before Nov. 22 
can only .odd to the validity of 
Garrison’s charges." 

Lane left many gaps (“for the 
protection of Mr. Bolden’’) in 
the story of bow Bolden, the Se- 
cret Service agent, became Bol- 
den, the federal prisoner, and 
how this man surfaced as such 
an important witness more than 
four years since that tragic day 
in Dallas.

What is reasonably certain is 
that Abraham Bolden, born Jan. 
19, 1935 in East St. Louis, 111., is 
a graduate of Lincoln University 
at Jefferson City, worked as a 
Pinkerton man and served four 
years as an Illinois State High- 
way Patrolman. 

In 1960, Bolden joined the Se- 
cret Service and shortly after 
Kennedy’s inauguration, he be- 


came the first Negro to serve on 
the Secret Service White House 
detail guarding the First Fami- 

iy- 

But here it gets hazy, with 
Bolden suddenly being trans- 
ferred from the White House de- 
tail shortly before the Dallas 
trip and, according to Lane, the 
subsequent arrest and con- 
viction of agent Bolden for “so- 
liciting money to commit fraud, 
and the obstruction of justice 
and conspiracy.” 

“They said be tried to sell se- 
crets/' Lane explained, "but 
one of the two witnesses against 
him has admitted he perjured 
himself as part of a Secret Ser- 
vice plot to frame Bolden, and 
the government charges against 
the other witness for coun- 
terfeiting were dropped after his 
testimony."

Bolden was sentenced to six 
years in prison after his con- 
viction about two years ago, 
served some time at Terre 
Haute, Ind., and then was trans- 
ferred to the facility here. Lane 
said. Lane added that Bolden’s 
move here followed closely on 
the heels of a letter to Lane re- 
questing assistance which was 
returned undelivered to Bolden 
by prison officials. 

Dr. P. J. Ciccone, director of 
the Medical Center, confirmed 
that Bolden has been confined 
here since Nov. 9, 1966 as a 
“camp prisoner," not a hospital 
patient 

“He was sent to help with the 
maintenance of the institution," 
Ciccono said, adding Bolden is 
not confined strictiY to a cell. 

Since his transfer to Spring- 
field, Bolden has continued his 
struggle to gain his freedom 
through optside help — a sea jeh 
which led him to former magis- 
trate ruling attorney 
for Webster County, John Hbs- 
mer. 




Hosmcr said that Bolden's * 
ease fe a r fee — car ried, all A ht 
way to the U.S. Supreme Court, * 
but the justices, except for Jus- 
tice William 0. Douglas, voted 
not to accept the case for con- 
sideration. 

•That's what happens when, 
you have the same man running 
the Supreme Court that was in 
charge of thc-Tfwwiigfttive in- 
quiry into the assassin a tion,” 
said Hosmer, charging Bolden 
“had been framed . . . with pur- 
jured testimony, evidently con- 
doned by the federal prosecuting 
{ authorities." . 

< Concerning .Bolden's transfer 
! to the Medical Center, Hosmcr 
emphasized, “He’s not a nut. 
They don’t keep him in a padded 
cell." 

The third host at the confer- 
ence, New Orleans attorney 
Burnes, remained silent during 
most of the proceedings, ex- 
plaining he was the attorney of 
record in several cases now 
pending against persons Garri- 
son has accused in an assassina- 
tion plot and couldn't talk freely 
for fear of prejudicing the cases. 

What happens now is up to 
Jim Garrison, all men agreed, 
with Lane commenting he 
“wouldn’t be aL all surprised if 
Mr. Garrison decided to come 
here to visit with Mr. Bolden in 
person.

“Of course," he added, “Mr. 
Garrison undoubtedly would 
rather have Mr. Bolden appear 
in a court of record at New Or- 
leans, and it just might be that a 
subpoena would be forthcom- 
ing."

On December 4, 1967, captioned individual who 
resides at Box 147, Maple Street, Rif ton, New York, 
telephone number OL 8-9442, personally appeared at the 
Vashington Field Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI), and furnished the following information: 

He said he came to "Washington, D.C. from New. York 
on December 4, for the specific reason of presenting some 
matters to the Federal government. He stated he came solely 
on his own volition and that he was not representing any 
organization or individual. 

Prior to his coming to Washington, D.C., he went 
to the office of New York Senator Robert Kennedy and advised 
a receptionist there that he wanted to furnish information 
regarding the assassination of President John F. Kennedy. 

The receptionist told him Senator Kennedy was not in and 
that it was the policy of the Senator to refer all matters 
regarding the assassination to the FBI. 

He exhibited pages from a recent '’Life” magazine 
article which attempts to substantiate the Warren Commission 
conclusions regarding the assassination. It was his opinion 
that some photographs in the article contained some errors, and 
that some graphic illustrations were inaccurate. He also exhibited

a copy of an article in the New York "Daily News” dated 
November 23, 1963 and written by one Paul Healy, correspondent 
for that newspaper, who was riding close to President Kennedy** 
car at the time of the assassination. He pointed out a 
paragraph in the article which describes the location of 
President Kennedy’s car just after the shots in the area of a 
triple overpass. Rodrigues stated that based on information > 
he has gleaned from the above two articles he has concluded 
that President Kennedy was actually shot while the Presidential 
car was passing through the triple overpass. 


Rodrigues stated he has gathered what he feels is 
substantial evidence to prove his conclusion. Some of this 
information includes a calculation of the rate of speed of the 
Presidential car at the time of the shots. He said he* 
intends to prepare a detailed letter regarding this matter In 
the near future, which he intends to disseminate as widely as 
he possibly can throughout the country. He said he planned to • 
call a lot of people connected with the investigation of the 
assassination liars in his letter, including Texas Governor 
Connolly. It was his opinion that this would provoke these 
people to bring charges against him (Rodrigues), and through 
this the true facts of the assassination would be brought out. 


Rodrigues advised that most of his knowledge of the 
details of the assassination are based on what he has read 
in newspapers, books, and other publications. He said he has 
never read the Warren Commission report, but that he is 
familiar with the conclusions of that report. He said he has 
never been in Dallas, Texas. 


Rodrigues further advised that he has vowed to 
personally follow through his investigation of the assassination, 
no matter how many people he has to contact, including officials 
in the United States Government. He stated that although he

another, involved in the assassination. He mentioned that 
he would like to talk to Special Agent Clint Hill, U.S. 

Secret Service, who he understands jumped into President 
Kennedy's car just after the shots were fired. He also said 
he would like to speak to Mrs. John F. Kennedy, widow of the 
late President, and Mrs. Rose Kennedy, mother of late President. 
He made no mention of any specific plans to contact these 
people. He indicated that he was not sure just how to contact 
any of them.

Rodrigues also said he is concerned about a recent 
matter wherein a Naval Captain was punished for allowing 
drinking aboard his ship. He said he believes an injustice 
was done to the Captain in this matter and that it was his 
intention to right this "wrong." Rodrigues stated that 
although he was not acting on anyone's behalf, he intended to 
personally go to the Navy Department and speak to the Admiral 
involved in the matter. He said he intended to face this 
Admiral "eye to eye" and "tell him where to get off." 

Rodrigues mentioned that he thinks "the liberals are 
taking over the country." He stated he is and always has 
been a supporter of the late Senator Joseph McCarthy, and 
that he feels the government is being overrun by communists. 

He said he has taken it upon himself to personally prevent 
this. He said his definition of a "liberal" is a person who 
wants to "combine all the ideas in the world."

During our investigation of the assassination, we received a 
request from the Warren Commission to interview Bolden concerning his 
knowledge of derelictions on the part of Secret Service Agents in 
connection with President Kennedy's visit to Dallas or any other alleged 
derelictions which Bolden possessed. Arrangements were made for such 
interview and Bolden and his attorney, George Howard, appeared at our 
Chicago Office* Mr. Howard informed our Agents that Bolden would make no 
statement at that time. Howard indicated that Bolden was still an Agent 
of Secret Service at that time and did not desire to make any statement 
which may affect his case. Mr. Howard did 6tate that Bolden had no 
specific information whatsoever concerning the actual assassination of 
President Kennedy. Mr. Bolden was in agreement with his attorney's 
statement on this point to our Agents. 

We contacted the Secret Service December 6, 1967, regarding 
Lane's reported allegation that the Secret Service possessed 
information of an attempted assassination plot against President 
Kennedy in Chicago and had canceled a trip to Chicago by President 
Kennedy because of such plot. Mr. John Warner, Acting Assistant to 
the Director, Secret Service, informed Bureau Liaison Representative' 

0. H. Bartlett that this allegation by Lane was completely false. 

Secret Service received no information from anyone suggesting an 
assassination plot against President Kennedy in Chicago. 

OBSERVATIONS : 

It appears that Abraham Bolden is attempting to capitalize 
on the publicity generated by Garrison '6 probe of the assassination 
in New Orleans to add confusion to the assassination plot. He 
obviously has a vindictive attitude toward Secret Service and this 
appears to be a further effort on his part to discredit the Secret 
Service. It also appears likely that he feels his false accusations 
will cause public opinion to take steps to effect his release from 
prison.

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In connection with New Orleans teletype concerning photographs 
released by District Attorney Garrison allegedly depicting an individual 
picking up a . 45 caliber bullet in the vicinity where President Kennedy was 
assassinated, I called SAC Shankiin, Dallas, at approximately 10 p. m. , 
12-13-67, and asked him if he had seen these photographs. SAC Shankiin 
stated that to his knowledge these photographs have not appeared in the 
Dallas newspapers; however, during the past weekend, a local television 
station showed photographs released by Garrison, which are believed to 
be identical with the photographs set forth in the newspapers today. 


SAC Shankiin stated that he was unable to identify any of these 
individuals and he is positive that none of the individuals is an FBI 
employee. 

Upon receipt of the photographs from the New Orleans Office, 
SAC Shankiin will circularize them among the Dallas Agents to see if 
any of the individuals can be identified. He will not attempt to determine 
the identities of these persons by contacting law enforcement officials 
in the Dallas area unless instructed to do so by the Bureau.

Results of examination: 

The bullet, ^£t$is a .30 Carbine-type full metal-jacketed 
Military-type bullet. The manufacturer of this bullet cannot 
be determined due to the similarity fn the products of several 
manufacturers. 

The bullet bears general rifling characteristics 
consisting of four lands and grooves, right twist. The 
physical characteristics of the rifling impressions on 
this bullet are of the type produced by United States Military 
Carbines. Numerous weapons of this type have been sold 
as surplus by the United States government. The bullet 
bears sufficient individual mlc roscopic marks for comparison 
purposes. 

No blood, paint or other material was found on this 
bullet except a small quantity of tarlike material and one 
particle of glas&like material, present in a groove bn the 
nose of the bullet, which is possibly a silica slag and may 
have come from material such as roofing stone. 

The nose of the bullet bears grooves and scratches 
Indicating that the bullet struck some hard object or an 
object containing bard particles. The nature of the object 
struck cannot be determined nor could it be determined 
whether the grooves and scratches were made when the bullet 
struck the roof where it was recovered. The possibility 
that the bullet penetrated or ricocheted from some other 
object bannot be eliminated.

( ignored this woman's information. The woman is Sylvia Odio, an anti- 
Cuban refugee. Odio's allegation was completely investigated and 
results disseminated by us to the Warren Commission. Odio is a mental 
case and Oswald was on a bus en route to Mexico when Odio claims she 
pnet Leon Oswald. 

Weisberg claimed James Altgens, Associated Press photographer, 
took a picture at the time the Presidential motorcade was passing the 
front of the Texas School Book Depository just a second or two prior to 
the assassination. Weisberg claims this photograph discloses an 
individual who appeared to be Lee Harvey Oswald standing in the doorway 
of the Depository building. This is an old allegation made by Weisberg, 
Mark Lane, and others. The individual standing in the doorway of the 
Depository building is Billy N. Lovelady, an employee of the building.

It was obvious that Joe Pyne, host of the program, was 
completely unable or unwilling to recognize Weisberg's false state- 
ments. As a result, Weisberg had an excellent platform to expound 
his false allegations and continue his scurrilous attack upon the 
U. S. Government and its agencies.

"SIX SECONDS IN DALLAS" 


DETAILS ; 

Josiah Donald Thompson, Jr . , Ph.D., Haverford College, 
has written a book entitled, "Six Seconds in Dallas," which 
he said is a micro-study of the Kennedy assassination proving 
that three gunmen murdered the president. This was an inde- 
pendent study conducted by Thompson. Thompson mentions that 
46 books have been written regarding the assassination which 
include the Warren Commission Report and the 26 volumes of 
hearings which support the Report. He has divided these books 
into two classifications, "The First Generation" which deals 
primarily with lurid, groundless speculations, and "The Second 
Generation" which attacks the Warren Commission Report. In 
view of this, he claims the purpose of his book, therefore, is 
that it is the first step of a radical different sort to syn- 
thesize the evidence (new and old) and point the way to an 
emerging conclusion. 

Thompson has written a chapter entitled "A Reconstruc- 
tion." In this chapter, he has prepared a scenario which he 
says is an "amalgam of hard fact and educated speculation." As 
a result, he has concluded that in connection with the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy, four shots from three guns were 
fired in six seconds. In this respect, he says details remain 
unclear, and a future investigation of other researchers and 
historians may yet fill in the details. 

Thompson has arrived at his theory of the assassination 
based on his research of documents available in the National 
Archives, interviews conducted at Dallas, and a review of the 
Zapruder film in possession of Life Magazine. In this respect, 
he was employed by Life Magazine as a special consultant. The 
greatest aid to his theory is based on his examination of the 
Zapruder film dealing with measurements . of the President's 
movements at the time he was shot. 

He also supports his so-called conclusions with inter- 
views of various individuals in Dallas, the testimony of 
Governor Connally and other witnesses to whom he gives the 
title "earwitness." Thompson admits that unlike photographic 
witness, the "eye and ear witness" reports have to be accepted 
with certain reservation. However, he utilizes the "earwitness" 
reports to help substantiate his theory of the sequence of shots 
which caused the death of the President.

"SIX SECONDS IN DALLAS" 


The Warren Commission concluded three shots were 
fired from the Texas School Book Depository Building (TSBDB) 
which were responsible for the killing of President Kennedy 
and wounding of Governor Connally, This is generally re- 
ferred to as the "single-bullet theory" in which one shot 
entered the Presidents back, traversed through his body, and 
inflicted the wounds on Governor Connally, Another shot hit 
the President in the head which was responsible for his death 
and one bullet missed, 

Thompson claims .four bullets were fired from three 
different positions, all of which found their mark. He claims 
the first shot was fired from the TSBDB and struck President 
Kennedy in the back. He claims this bullet did not traverse 
through President Kennedy and strike Governor Connally, He 
concluded from "earwitness reports" that the first shot was 
not as loud, inferring that it may not have had the power to 
penetrate through President Kennedy, He indicates that the 
autopsy report also supports this as the autopsy surgeons 
indicated the wound on the back of President Kennedy was probed 
to the depth of a finger. He said that his interpretations 
of the medical evidence suggested that the shot did not go all 
the way through, and the wound in the President's throat was 
caused by a fragment from a later head shot. Therefore, the 
contingency that Governor Connally and President Kennedy were 
struck by the same bullet becomes logically impossible. 

In connection with the second shot, he claims that 
it originated from a building on Houston Street, across from 
the TSBDB, and this shot was the one that hit Governor Connally, 
He supports this theory through testimony of Governor Connally 
who, as we know, has continually stated that he was hit by the 
second shot. He also supports his theory through eye witness 
reports of other individuals, but namely, S« M, Holland who 
was positioned on the railroad overpass. 

The third and fourth shots, which Thompson terms 
"the head shots," according to him, occurred almost simulta- 
neously, The third shot originated from the TSBDB, and the 
fourth shot originated from behind the fence by the grassy 
knoll which means it came from the right front.

To support his theory concerning the frontal shot, 
Thompson relies heavily on the testimony of S. M. Holland . 
who claimed he saw a puff of smoke in the grassy knoll area. 
This testimony was previously considered by the President's 
Commission, which indicated there was no evidence to support 
his observations. lie further supports his theory of the 
frontal shot by comments made by the pathologists at the 
Methodist Hospital in Dallas who examined a piece of bone 
specimen, who stated this specimen looked like it came from 
the occipital (rear) region of the skull. Therefore, accord- 
ing to Thompson, it was not difficult to understand how a shot 
from the right front, exploding through the rear of the skull, 
could produce precisely that effect. 

It is interesting to note that two individuals, 
namely, Cyril H. Wecht, M.D. , LL.B., and Dr. Milton Helpern, 
Chief Medical Examiner of the City of New York, both of whom 
deal in forensic pathology, and were very critical of the 
doctors who performed the autopsy on President Kennedy were 
consulted frequently by Thompson so that he could utilize 
their knowledge to support his theories. They indicated the 
autopsy doctors were not qualified to conduct a forensic 
pathological examination. 

Although Thompson claims the autopsy surgeons were 
unfamiliar with forensic pathology, except Lt. Col. Pierre A. 
Finck, it is pertinent to know that Colonel Finck established 
through close examination that the bullet which entered the 
back of President Kennedy's head did cause all the head damage. 
He based this on the examination and the characteristics of 
the wound which were observed from the inside of the skull, 
a beveling and coning effect which can only be caused by an 
entry wound resulting in the loss of a portion of thedcull as 
was illustrated by the autopsy doctors. Thompson does not 
'•refer to the examination of Lt, Col. Finck. It is noted if 
he did it would have a tendency to refute Thompson's fourth 
'shot theory from the right front. 

Further review of Thompson's book can only determine 
that it is a very scholarly study which he supports with 
numerous photographs, mathematical equations, diagrams of

trajectories and measurements relative to the positions of r 
both President Kennedy and Governor Connally in the automo- 
bile, However, errors have been detected. 

For example, on page 31, Thompson states the fastest 
time for getting off three shots with Oswald's rifle achieved 
by the FBI Laboratory examiners was 4,6 seconds, Thompson 
then states this figure includes no time for aiming. Factually, 
■ the testimony clearly shows that the 4,6 seconds was the time 
I required for getting off three aimed shots with Oswald's rifle, 

J Thompson is in error, 

Thompson dwells on physical evidence obtained during 
the investigation and has attempted to establish that one of 
the cartridge cases found on the sixth floor of the TSBDB 
could not have been fired from Oswald's gun, 

* 

On page 143, Thompson erroneously identifies the two 
I cartridge cases first received by the FBI (of the three car- 
| tridge cases received) from the Dallas Police Department as 
1 C7 and C38, Actually, C6 and C7 were received first, and the ’ 

' third cartridge case, C38, was received approximately one 
week later, 

Thompson states (page 145) that the only marks on C6 
(cartridge case) linking it with Oswald's rifle were mechanism 
marks, and these marks could not have been incurred on 
| November 22, the date of the assassination. Actually, all 
I three of these cartridge cases, C6, C7, and C38 were identified 
> by the FBI Laboratory as having been fired in Oswald's rifle. 
Accordingly, Thompson is in error on this point also. 

On page 173, Thompson cites a letter from the Bureau 
to the Commission dated June 2, 1964, as being in conflict with 
the testimony of a Laboratory examiner. In reality, the testi- 
mony of the Laboratory examiner is not in conflict in any 
respect with the contents of the June 2, 1964, letter; however, 
using his erroneous Interpretation, Thompson then proceeds to 
the obvious erroneous conclusion (page 146) that the third 
cartridge case "is most likely an extra, unfired shell and. 
possibly a deliberate fake," 
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In attempting to establish that President Kennedy 
and Governor Connally were not hit by the same bullet. (CE399) 
which was recovered on Governor Connally* s stretcher, he 
\ claimed it was found on another stretcher entirely. He cites 
' the original comments made by autopsy doctors to substantiate 
his theory that this was the bullet that had entered the 
President's back and had worked its way out during external 
cardiac massage.* These comments were reported by SAs Francis 
X. O'Neill, Jr., and James W. Sibert following the completion 
of the autopsy on 11/22/63. The question then arises as to 
how this bullet, if it did come from President Kennedy's 
stretcher, appeared on another stretcher located in the hospital 
.hall. Thompson very adroitly contributes this to souvenir 
(hunting, and as he says, "we must appeal to an old, traditionally 
(American institution-souvenir hunting." He is implying that 
someone picked up CE399 who evidently realized the importance 
of this bullet and deposited it on a stretcher in the hall so 
that it would not be found in their possession. 

Thompson has developed his theory as to how the 
assassination was committed through research in the Archives, 
coupled with his so-called discoveries in Dallas. He suggested 
that Oswald may not have been the gunman on the sixth floor 
and that during the shooting he was quite likely where he 6aid 
he was (on the first floor) and that two conspirators other 
than Oswald may well have been on the sixth floor and that 
these two individuals made their escape in a light-colored 

( Rambler. It is noted that during the interview of numerous 
witnesses following the assassination, one thought she had 
seen Oswald on the first floor at the time of the assassina- 
tion but could not be positive. Thompson claimed that none 
of this information proves Oswald innocent, but does provide 
a plausible alternative to the presumption of his guilt. 

Quite frequently in his book, Thompson refers to 
the FBI in respect to reports and testimony of our experts. 

His comments are not derogatory in this respect. 

He did mention that when he was conducting research 
concerning the bullet (CE399) relative to its weight, he 

♦Referring to the autopsy doctors probing the wound on the 
back of the President to the depth of a finger and no bullet 
was located. 
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brought a sensitive Metier balance to the Archives to weigh 
it. The Deputy Archivist denied him permission to make such 
an experiment. The Deputy Archivist informed him that if 
the FBI recalled it, the FBI could weigh it. Thompson said 
that the FBI’s cooperation in this matter could not be antic- 
ipated. He made a brief inquiry with SA C. Benjamin Fulton, 
Crime Records Division, who informed him that no FBI per- 
sonnel would be able to provide him with any information 
with regard to the assassination. Thompson said that the 
purpose for his inquiry was part of an effort to locate and 
interview SAs Sibert and O'Neill. 

In respect to this matter, numerous individuals 
have either written or come to the Bureau seeking information 
relative to the assassination investigation. Following a 
long standing established policy no comment is made to any 
person inquiring and in each instance they are referred to 
the findings of the Warren Commission located in the National 
Archives. 

It was earlier mentioned that Thompson's theories 
are based primarily on the examination of the Zapruder film. 

He stated that the FBI used an inferior copy of the Zapruder 
film for analysis, whereas he examined a better copy. He 
alleged this enabled him to make more valid determinations. 
/While the Zapruder film initially furnished to us and used 
l for much of the initial study was a copy, the FBI and the 
Commission later had an opportunity to examine the original 
ifilro when brought to Washington by a representative of Life 
(Magazine. Our later detailed studies were made using a set 
of excellent quality 35 mm slides made directly from the 
I original film by Life for us. Therefore, the findings of the 
FBI and the Commission were not based on an inferior copy of 
the Zapruder film as alleged by Thompson but upon over-all 
analysis of all the films, original and copies, and the slides 
made available by Life Magazine. Here again, Thompson is in 
error both as to his facts and his conclusions. 

It is. of interest to note that some of Thompson's 
conclusions are based on measurement of movements of the 
President's head subsequent to the shot that shattered his 
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head, as shown on sequential Zapruder film frames. These 
measurements, regardless of how accurately made, cannot be 
used for any similarly accurate conclusions because of the 
I many unknown factors, such as sudden change in car 'speed, 

I body movement, and human reflex action, unknown factors that 
cannot be established but which could have a profound and 
variable effect on the reasons behind the questioned move- 
ments, Thompson, in fact, suggests some of these possibili- 
ties and then selects the interpretation that best fits his 
theories, the very approach he has critically accused the 
Commission of following, -* 

While Thompson has come up with this new theory, he 
has not named or suggested anyone who may have been involved. 

He indicated the purpose of his study was to perform a task 
of archeology to lay bare a whole level of contradictory 
evidence beneath the conclusions of the Warren Report, He 
said it does not prove the assassination was a conspiracy, 
nor does it prove Oswald's innocence. It seems odd that by 
•this latter statement, if Thompson's theory was true, noting . 
he claims proof that three gunmen were involved, it only 
stands to reason that a conspiracy was involved. 

At the conclusion of his book, Thompson has repro- 
duced numerous Commission documents available in the National 
Archives. He has also reproduced copies of letters addressed 
to President Johnson and other individuals by Congressman 
Theodore R, Kupferman (R, - N.Y.). We are well aware of the 
J fact that Kupferman, in the past, has attempted to establish 
I a joint committee of Congress to determine the necessity of 
* a Congressional investigation of the assassination of President 
Kennedy . 

To those unfamiliar with the facts regarding the 
assassination as developed by the Warren Commission, Thompson's 
book revealing his theory could cause the belief Thompson has 
uncovered new information to support a conspiracy to assassi- 
nate President Kennedy, In reality, Thompson offered no 
positive evidence on which such a determination can be made.

Our files contain numerous references to Thompson 
who was born on 1/17/35 in Liverpool, Ohio. He has been 
associated with many Vietnam peace movements and marches. 

On 10/20/67, in protest of the Vietnam War, he was one of 
350 individuals who either mailed or relinquished their 
Selective Service Cards to the Attorney General in Washington, 
D. C. It is noted that a summary of the information con- 
tained in our files concerning Thompson has previously been 
furnished to the White House.

For some time now it he3 been my understanding that the Kennedy 
family has been conducting their own private investigation of the 
killing of our beloved late president. No one abroad who writes 
to me from Ireland believes that Oswald was alone and my consoidnds 
has been bothering me greatly with regard to a man under whom 
I worked 22 years ago in the then INS news bureau in Austin* This 
man is briefly but not fully described in the enclosed vignette 

( which I have duly sent around to assorted "little magazine" 
editors. 1 have no hesitation in naming the individual but Add

NOTE Continued: be interpreted as alleging that President Johnson 
was in some way involved in this assassination. Mrs. Noonan 
indicated she was a newspaper woman at the time of her association 
with Haddock, who was Bureau Chief of the International News 
Service in Austin, Texas. According to Mrs. Noonan, the Inter- 
national News Service in Austin was fully controlled by the Johnson 
family. Bufiles disclose Mrs. Noonan was involved in an incident in 
a New York night club during January, 1961, which resulted in her 
and her husband being^emoved from the premises. Mrs. Noonan 
had taken exception w4m remarks being made by an entertainer at 
the club, which remarks Mrs. Noonan considered to be scurrilous, 
with regard to Pobert and Joseph Kennedy. Mrs. Noonan claimed 
she and her husband are personal friends of Senator Pobert Kennedy. 
Hugh Haddock may be identifiable with an individual who was formerly 
associated with newspapers in the Southwest during the 1930’s who 
contacted the Bureau in an effort to obtain assistance in connection 
with his efforts to write a script for the "Gangbusters” radio program. 
Bureau assistance was not furnished; however, discreet inquiries at 
that time determined Haddock was of good reputation. Following 
approval, the information forwarded to Senator Kennedy's office by 
Mrs. Noonan will be routed to the General Investigative Division and 
Domestic Intelligence Division for review and a determination as to 
whether further action is necessary.

While I do appreciate the interest which prompted 
you to furnish me your comments, I want to take this opportunity 
to assure you that all FBI personnel are thoroughly investigated 
prior to their being employed by this Bureau.

Dear Senator Kennedy: 

Since sending you the October 15, 1967 edition #4 of my monograph, 
plus Exhibit 1 , a number of new photos have turned up. As a result I brought 
Exhibit IB up to date and I enclose it as well as an up to date copy of Exhibit 1, 

pot yet listed on Exhibit IB is the NBC video tape recently discovered 
by Harold A/Veisberg as having been received from NBC by the Library of Congress, 
It's available for viewing and consists of 12,200 feet of TV sound and film tape 
(122 reels of l/2hr each) covering the period from 1:15 PM Dallas time Friday, 
November 22, 1963 to Monday evening November 25. 

I have viewed and listened to only the first hour, but it alone has 
plenty of bombshells. Here are a few samples: 

1 

"NBC announcers state that a young man was arrested near the scene 
of the assassination and taken to the sheriff's office. The descrip- 
tion fits Larr^Florer. They say immediately following this that a 
30-30 rifle was also confiscated at about the same time as the arrest 
near the place where the shots were fired. (Larry Florer was arrested 
near the spot where Mentesana's film shows the mysterious rifle 
and the arrest was very near the same time as the film.) 

Announcers in Ft. Worth state that the rifle found on the sixth floor 
was a British Model 303 and that the three shells found on the 
floor were British 303 shells. 

Again Ft. Worth announcers state that a suspect connected with 
the assassination was arrested In Ft. Worth after a green car he 
was driving was tracked down. They say he was stopped at an 
intersection and that police had him down on the ground. 

Several witnesses were Interviewed in that first hour and all of 
them said the shots came from the knoll. These Included Jean Hill, 

Bill Newman, and Holland." 













Another recent discovery briefly listed In Exhibit IB is a 1000 feet 
reel of film from WFAA, found at the Grinburg library (ABC) in New York. It | 
is not possible to tell who took all of the footage, but the likely candidates ' 
are Ron Reiland, Malcolm Couch, A.j. L'Hoste and Tom Alyea. Time has not . ? 
yet permitted more than a cursory one time run through this film, but it. too ^ 
has some very interesting scenes. Here are some of them: 

"Extensive footage of the rifle on the sixth floor being lifted out 
of its hiding place. Lt. Day dusting a live cartridge for prints 
near the spot where the rifle was found. A clipboard being exa-. 
mined by a policeman near the same spot. Scenes at the Tippitt 
shooting location soon afterward. Something resembling a wanted 
poster can be seen lying on the dashboard of Tippitt's car. No- 
detail can be seen. 

A sequence taken in the afternoon on November 22 showing a 
rifle lying in the grass in Dealey Plaza with a telescopic sight 
lying beside it on the grass, detached. » 

(The meaning of this last scene has me completely baffled. I 
will try to find out about it by interviewing the cameraman.) 

Scenes outside Texas Theatre apparently before the arrest. Several 
police cars can be seen arriving and police milling around outside. 
(It is known that WFAA cameraman Ron Reiland went into the Theatre 
before the arrest and took movies of the arrest from the stage.)" 

You undoubtedly recognized the fact that Life published the Towner 
and Paschall photos which have been added to Exhibit IB. Paschall's was, as 
indicated, a movie. 

Several hundred new photos have recently been discovered in Dallas but 
are not listed. 

At this point in time we have more rifles than we can really use. Here 
is a summary of rifle photos an<5 information:

STATEMENTS 

a) Weitzman and several others stating rifle found on sixth floor was a 
Mauser. 

b) NBC reporting rifle on sixth floor was a British 303. 

c) Capt. King's secretary stating that a rifle was found on the roof of TSBD. 
No cop had a rifle that day. They all had pump shotguns. (See Murray 
photos) 

d) NBC reports a 30-30 rifle was found at same time and near where Larry 
Florer was arrested (corner Houston & Elm) 

e) Several other rifles were seen or picked up in cars and other locations 
around Dallas. 


Someone should do a "rifle" study, tying down the types seen in 
the various photos and comparing the several photos of "Oswald's" rifle to 
see if they match. 

Finally, there are several photos of the paper bag outside the TSBD 
at 3PM being removed from the building. It is ridiculously long. There are 
many many photos taken inside the TSBD just as discoveries are being made, 
but absolutely none of the bag lying on the floor. This seems very strange, 
and the fact that it took’two hours to get it out of the building, leads one to 
certain suspicions about it.

GENERAL 


Exhibit IB shows all known photographers and photographs as of 
October 15, 1967 taken at the Kennedy assassination site on November 22, 
1963. A few photos are included in the list which were taken at other loca- 
tions on November 27 or at the site at times other than on the day of the 
assassination. These are included only because of their importance in de- 
termining what happened during the assassination. - 

Exhibit IB shows in table form a list of all photographers, the type 
of photographs they took, and what each one shows. In the case of still 
cameras each photo of importance taken by the same photographer is listed * , 
separately. In the case of movies or television foot3ge, each sequence of 
importance taken by the same photographer is listed separately. A sequence 
is defined as a continuous series of frames unbroken by stopping and starting 
the movie camera. In a few cases, where only a short break occurs (less than 
a few seconds) with the camera pointed in the same direction, it is con- 
sidered to be one sequence. 


TOTAL NUMBER OF PHOTOGRAPHS 

As of October 15, 1967 the author hes found evidence of a total 
385 photographs taker, by a total of 71 photographers. 


Of the 71 photographers, all but 20 can be identified by name. In 
some of these cases, the photographs are available even though the photo- 
grapher remains unknown. 


WHAT THE PHOTOGRAPHS SHOW 

As stated before, nearly all of the 386 photographs were taken in 
Dealey Plaza on November 22, 1963 prior to 5 PM. Thirty photographs were 
taken at the time of the shots or within a few seconds before the first shot 
or after the last shot. Fifty photographs show the grassy knoll area all within 
minutes of the time the shots were fired. Forty photographs show the TSBD 
Building within minutes of the shots. One shows the building the morning of 
November 22.

The FBI saw less than half of those unseen or unused by the Com- 
mission.

Sprague dated December 8 , 1967, including a list of exhibits 
which is a numerical listing of photographs taken during 
the time of the assassination. He claimed these photographs 
which were made by 71 photographers, totaling 386 photo- 
graphs, were located because of his research. Apparently 
Sprague has sent previous information to Senator Kennedy 
regarding this information, and the purpose of his "mono- 
graph" is that someone should do a "rifle" study, tying 
down the types of rifles seen in various photos and compar- 
ing them to photos of Lee Harvey Oswald's rifle to see if they 
match. Copies of Sprague's letter and enclosures have been 
made and are being furnished to Dallas by separate communi- 
cation, Dallas will be instructed to review the enclosures 
in detail to determine what photographs have previously been 
reviewed. In addition, Dallas will be instructed to submit 
recommendations as to whether efforts should be made to get 
photographs to determine whether they have any pertinence 
to the assassination investigation. 

Based on information furnished, Richard E. Sprague 
was not identifiable in Bureau files, and it appears he is

It would also appear 
that 'The Case for Jim garrison” may be, ayleast in large part, a synthesis 
of such articles as 'TheTlot Thickens, "'The Anquest, ” and ’The /Press Versus 
Garrison, ” which appeared respectively in t j\e April, June, and September, 1967, 
issues of "Ramparts, " all of which have come to our attention. Turner’s 
latest effort in this direction, 'The Press Versus Garrision, *' is typical.

On December 15, 1967, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past advised as follows:

Ifark'Lahe, author of "Rush to Judgment," spoke to f 
a packed auditorium (Me Allister Hall), Tulane University, t 
on the evening of December 4, 1967. 

In essence, Lane directly stated that Lyndon 
Johnson had all to gain with the removal of President Kennedy 
from the scene. He stated that the Warren Commission Report 
was a fraud and Secret Service and the FBI have concealed 
evidence which would prove the Warren Commission was a fraud. 

For example, he showed an issue of Life Magamine ,* * 
the cover of which portrayed Lee Harvey Oswald, standing with 
the alleged assassination weapon. Lane stated that with the 
knowledge of and under the direction of the Assistant Director 
of the FBI, this photograph was "doctored" and was not authen- 
tic. Lane, in order to give credence to this hypothesis, 
stated that the photographer was never identified. Lane indi- 
cated the FBI had taken pictures from atop their building in 
Washington and superimposed shadows on subject Y s photograph 
for authenticity. In making an evaluation of J. Edgar Hoover, 
he simply stated that Hoover’s "Masters of Deceit" was obvi- 
ously his biography. 

He then went into a long diatriba^e in connection 
with the licentiousness and incompetency 6t the Secret Service, 
He stated, that 80 per cent of their working hours was spent.

On 12/15/67, SAC FORREST V. SORRELS , U. S. Secret 
Service, Dallas, voluntarily commented to SA GEMBERLING, while 
being contacted on another matter, that he did not know such 
individual in the photograph and that such individual was defini- 
tely not a Secret Service Agent.

conspiracy to assassinate President Kennedy. 

A check of Bureau files disclosed Edgar Eugene Bradley 
attempted to contact the Director in August, 1963. As a result 
of such attempted contact, Bradley was contacted by Mr. William G. 
Simon who was then Special Agent in Charge of the Los Angeles 
Office. Bradley identified himself to Simon as being 45 years 
old. He stated he had served in the United States Navy and that 
he had become very interested in communism at that time.

He claimed after leaving the United States Navy he worked for 
Lockheed Aircraft as a technical representative, later served as sales 
manager for a Sears and Roebuck store in the San Fernando Valley and then 

I operated a moving and storage business. Bradley informed Simon that he 
then became associated with Dr. Carl Mclntire, a New Jersey Minister whom 
he claimed had daily broadcasts over 500 radio stations in the 
United States. Bradley informed Mr. Simon that he could not discuss with 
Simon the reason why he desired to have personal contact with the Director. 


Bureau files further disclose' that Bradley sent a letter to the 
Director dated 9/11/63 at which time he informed the Director that he was 

( active in a group that desired to draft the Director as a Presidential 
candidate. He indicated his group had conducted a survey in 35 states 
and that the Director had been named as the overwhelming choice as the 
logical Presidential candidate.' * • , , 


Bureau files also disclose that Bradley was active in the - 
"Loyalty to America First Committee" whose aim was to draft the Director 
for President. An article appeared in the "Valley Times Today” 

(California) for. 8/27/63 reporting that Bradley had informed newsmen that 
his group had initiated a "draft J. Edgar Hoover for President” movement 
and that his group was a private body of citizens who were concerned over 
the fact that political machines appeared to be choosing Presidential 
candidates rather than the American people. Bradley informed newsmen 
that his group planned a "giant mail campaign" and also were making plans 
for a mass public rally. . 

At the Director’s instructions, the Los Angeles Office 
contacted Bradley and a close associate, Bruce E. Nownes, and tactfully 
informed the two men that while the Director is honored by such well- 
meaning gestures of confidence in his administration of the FBI, the 
Director has absolutely no political aspirations and only wishes to 
continue in his present capacity as long as he is able to make a 
contribution and to be of service to his country, Bradley and Nownes 
were further informed that the Director could not give any encouragement 
to their endeavors and that he would appreciate their desisting from 
further dissemination of their material and associating his name with 
any political position. Bradley. and Nownes were also told that the 
Director desired that any money they collected for this endeavor be 
returned to the contributors. 

Bureau files disclose Dr. Carl Mclntire has received considerable 
publicity in connection with his association with the International 
Council of Churches in the United States. Dr. Mclntire has received 
considerable publicity in the past for his allegations that the National 
Council and World Council of Churches are infiltrated by the communists. 

He {ms also alleged that communist ideas are being introduced into the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ through Sunday school literature. 

He is well known for his radio broadcasts throughout the United States.

Clay L. Shaw, 54, former 
managing director of the New 
Orleans International Trade 


Mart, was charged early this 
year by Garrison with conspir- 
ing to assassinate Kennedy. 

Garrison started his widely 
publicized Investigate of the 
assassination last November. 
He has since said the Warren 
Commission was wrong In con- 
cluding Lee Harvey Oswald 
alone killed Kennedy. 

Garrison has named Shaw, 
the late David W, Ferrle, an 
ex-airline pilot, and Oswald 
as some of the conspirators in 
a plot to kill Kennedy.

•f whom Eaton said "I didn't need or sign for* . Two of the other 3 had publicly stated 
hat they would like my job.

At one time I saw* them 
assing signals. If 1 had known what 1 was getting into 1 would have taken an attorney 
vith me. 1 asked Eaton what he meant by saying at the time he fired me, " I had you 
igured the day you came to work, you didn't have me fooled a minute."

On April 27, four Council members attended the special hearing requested by - 

Mrs. Carlin. Councilman McKinney volunteered to be Chairman. It was previously 
agreed to be held ujvde r oath but no attempt was made to do. so. 1 asked McKinney 
if-Eatcn*had sold hjm merchandise at cost and he said that he could ^£oi remember.' I 

I. then asked Eaton and he too could not remember*. Lately when McKinney admitted 
that he did buy a golf-set at discount I suggested that he disqualify himself from the j 
hearing. He' refused. Councilman Strebe made_it clear in his opening statement . \ 

that he was all for Eaton, "And Amenhouser, you better be careful what you say, . \ 

DAMN CAREFUL". Mrs. Carlin asked what 1 thought were the reasons I .was fired. ? 
I said there w ere '2 specific reasons; First in what Eaton said at the "time he fired me, ; 
"I had you figured the first day you came to work. You didn't have me fooled for a 
minute”. The second reason was in telling Asst. City Mgr. , Charles Kamser to 
turn in his free golf cart. He had been free loading at the tax payee's expense for ! 

over a year and on several occasions I saw players drive away because there were no - 
carts available. In her closing statement Mrs. Carlin raid that she had talked with 
me several times since I was fired and she was convinced that I had told the truth.* 

She said that the Council should take steps to cle&r ‘my name. Councilman McKinney 
said that he was opposed because 1 had cited him for purchasing merchandise at dis- 
count. 

The following day I addressed a letter to the City Clerk requesting that the tape 
recording made at the hearing should not be destroyed. I suggest all those interested

The following morning The Riverside Enterprize headlined an article on the meeting, 

’ FIRED GOLF EMPLOYEE DENIES ACCUSATIONS". 

Not having beard from the Council regarding the outcome of the hearing, on May 1, 

I appeared before the City Council and requested a public hearing. It was denied. 

' I also suggested that the City Mgr. and his Asst, resign. Earlier as Mrs. Barbara 
Coffman took .the floor to say that my firing was no loss because, "he was no asset 
to the City”, a friend of Eatons, Sam Kert yelled "stool pigeon" from the rear of 
the audience. Kcrt approached me at work one day and asked to trade a dozen 
defective (Yellow) golf balls for.’a dozen new. ones. I refused. The following day 
Mr*. Coffman’s degrading. remark about me was quoted on KCMJ Radio. 

Three days later 1 was told by a news reporter that my income tax debt was deadline 
news on KCMJ. I immediately called KCMJ’s news reporter, Miss Stone and asked 
to have a copy of the newscast. She pretended to be surprised that I had not'becn 
informed of the news by the tax agcnt/^Mr. Langford. The newscast read as follows:

FEDERAL INCOME TAX CLAIM AGAINST DISCHARGED GOLF COURSE STARTER. . 

Well, even though Walter Amenhou 3 e? gets the severance and vacation pay he says 
the City ov.es him for his abrupt dismissal, it doesn’t look like he will get to use any 
of the money. The newscast then went on to give a false figure as to the amount 
of my debt.

After the City Council denied my request for a public hearing I turned to legal aid. 
Abouta week after 1 had contacted aft Attorney) “T was called to his Office and was told 
that he could not take my case because 1 had a stealing charge on my record. I told 
him that 1 had never been tried for stealing in my life. The Attorney said that he 
was told of the stealing charge through a conversation with the City Mgr. and that he 
(.Wagner) warned that if I made any attempt to gel my job back, the charge would be 
made public and he would refuse to rehire me on grounds that I did not list it on my 
application. He said that it would be blown up and smeared over the. radio and news- 
papers. The City Mgr. said there were other charges on my record, "Nothing 
serious, but they will be made public if he tries to get back to ^ork. " The Attorney 
said Wagner repeated "nothing serious" several times. : -

After leaving the Attorney's office I drove straight to the Police Station. When I 
asked to sec my file 1 was told that it could not be located Having had police training 
in the service, I knew that the City Mgr. could nQt afford to have the truth of my 
firing brought out in Court, so in desperation he stooped to Blackmail. He had 
completely controlled the Personnel and Council (except for Mrs. Carlin) hearings 
and he knew that he could count on his publicity gang to smear the petty charges of 
my past on the radio and newspapers but he overlooked one thing - THIS LETTER. 

When I returned to the police station several days later 1 found that 26 years ago, 1 
was with a boy who was caught taking a 50$ blanket. I will swefar that I had com- 
pletely forgotten about it. It was listed as attempted theft. I did not know that the 
charge had been recorded. The "other" charges that the City Mgr. threatened to 
expose arc: Hitch-hiking 1935; Fist fight, 1939 and Traffic violation, 1940. The 
record chow that I have never been sentenced to serve a day in jail or have I been 
fined to pay*a hi eke 1 in my life. (I thought I paid a small fine for the traffic violation

When the City Mgr. Wagner heard that I was trying to get my case in court he became 
so anxious to build up the Blackmail threat that they sent a rush telegram (at the 
taxpayers expense) out of state to check the details of the 1935 petty theft charge. 

When Wagners Gestapo threats failed to scare me off and he began to feel public 
opinion bi er thing down his neck he made a final run for coyer by rchiring Eaton (with 
the help of McKinney) at $10,000 a year with a 2 months vacation and Golf Shop 
business thrown in to boot. (A councilman told me that he had not been informed that

At the time I made out my application for the Starters Job 1 did not list any of the 20 
year old charges because they are considered misdemeanors and I thought it was 
only necessary to register a serious felony charge. I would have been a fool to 
mention the City Hall case in 1955, however Wagner must have known about it because 
he tried to keep from hiring me at the time the Golf Course opened. 1 had been 
recommended by a City Official and when I called on him for an interview he tlire'v up 
his hands «.nd said, "Maybe Eaton doesn't want to talk to you." I was hired 5 months 
later through the official who had recommended me to Wagner. Three months after 
I was hired Eaton highly praised my work and X was given a raise in pay and 3 months 
before I w?.s fired, I received my second raise. . , • . .• .y/y/.j*/',;'. v ;

My vacation claim was dated Aug. 24 and addressed to the City Council. On Aug. 28 
I attended the Council meeting and Wagner did not mentioned my claim. The following 
day } called Mrs. Carlin and told her that I had filed a claim and that 1 would very 
much appreciate if she would ask the City Mgri; to read it at the neitt Council meeting. 
She said that she would be glad to do so. When Mrs. Carlin first asked Wagner to 
read the letter he became furious and refused. After she insisted that it was address- 
ed to the Council and should be read into the record he mentioned that a claim had 
been received and turned over to the City Attorney and then added, "Even if we 
should decide to pay Amenhauscr his vacation allowance he will not get the money 
because there is a tax claim against it." The minutes of the meeting read as follows: 

City Council Meeting -- Sept. 11; Letter from Attorney of Walter Amenhauser,' 
former employee of the City was READ BY THE CITY MANAGER. Later 
Mrc. Carlin told me that the City Mgr. was completely out of line in bringing my tax 
debt out in a public meeting. She said, "I do not know legally, but morally speaking, 
they owe you your vacation pay." 

On Sept. I received a copy of the full page letter written by City Attorney, Jerome 
Bunker In answef to my vacation pay claim. After reading it several times I found 
what 1 assumed, was his reason for denying the claim. He wrote: "Mr. Amenhauser 
'testified tlinT fits relations with the patrons of the Golf Course were always amicable 
and of value to-the City. There was, of course , testimony by the Golf Course Pro 
quite to the contrary." Mr. Bunker then goes on to say, "Since Mr. Eaton found that 
the services of Mr. Amenhauser were not desirable, the City, after thorough 
inspection of the record felt it necessary to discharge Mr. Amenhauser.) 

In anrwi r to what I said at the Hearing, Councilwoman Mary Carlin is witness to my 
factual testimony and it can be confirmed on the tape recording being held at City 
Hall. Ar to the complete inspection of the record; Mr. Bunker knew at the time he 
answered my claim that the sworn testimony recorded at the Personnel Board hearing 
was destroyed before the Council could inspect the findings therein. ’• 

The City A'.'onty advised Eaton during the Council hearing. Eaton had what appeared 
to be ?. ptejored statement, {Later 1 was told that he had intended to read a statement. 
When 1 rAi.Cc the book padding charge, City Attorney Bunker was so shaken that he 
reached over and picked it up before Eaton had a chance to read it. Apparently they 
w*antcd to save him for the firing line in case the padding charge was made public. 

In an article on the Council hearing the Riverside Enterprise, April, 29 reported 
that his (iny) work at the Course was not only satisfactory, but EFFICIENT.

Article 146 of City Government Rules state: THE COUNCIL SHALL REVIEW THE

On Saturday, April 22, I was notified the Board upheld the City Mgr. *s recommend- 
ation for my dismissal.

That same evening I was present at the Council meeting and Mayor Bogert refused to 
let me speak.

(Mr. Kirk absent) Mrs. Carlin voted in my favor and demanded a public hearing.

At this point a citizen in the audience questioned the CounciTs action in voting for my 
dismissal without having heard the findings which the Board had destroyed.

*£he complaints against you include your work attitude, you often complain, arc 
indifferent toward your job and the golfing public, and generally go about your work 
halfheartedly. A6 far as initiative is concerned, you are a routine worker and need 
frequent direction or prodding. Your attitude .towards other employees is surly, 
touchy, ^and quarrelsome, and often\ou do no‘t^cooperate. Of late,*your quality of 
work has~been poor, you are frequently in error and yourygencral performance is 

unsatisfactory. ^

The main complaint against you was your inability and/or unwillingness to obey 
specific instructions. Specifically, on Saturday, March 4, 1961, a public- address 
system was installed in the starter's booth at the Palm Springs Golf*Course; you 
were specifically instructed to operate from this booth. The purpose of this arrange- 
ment was to allow the starter, who on this particular day was you, to effectively and 
efficiently super /ise and control the first and tenth tees. . After a tfHort time, you 
abandoned your post without first securing permission or even requesting permission 
to do so. 

♦ 

Again, on Thursday, March 23, 1961, you intentionally countermanded one of my 
orders to an employee over whom you had no jurisdiction. 1 requested the Greens 
Superintendent to install an underground conduit from the refreshment trailer to the 
starter's booth to house the cable for the P, A. System. A workman, Don Higo, was 
dispatched to accomplish this task. During the course of placing the conduit under* 
ground, you ordered the workman to stop working and return to the maintenance 
headquarters.. The loss of time to the workman was over two hours, plus, the entire 
incident had a demoralizing effect on all golf course employees.* 

For the above stated reasons, you are definitely unsuited to this organization and 
were dismissed on March 31, 1961.
